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Outrage at Stanford 

Seven Athletes Arrested inAttackon GaySculpture

Seven Stanford student- 
athletes may face felony van¬ 
dalism charges after they 
were arrested on Monday, 
May 16 at about 2 a.m. for at¬ 
tacking the famed “Gay Lib¬ 
eration” statue on campus, 
sculpted by George Segal. 

The statue, installed in 
1980 as the first national mon¬ 
ument to gays and lesbians, 
has been the repeated target 
of hate vandalism since it was 
installed on the campus. 

Damage estimates in the 
latest attack total more than 
$5,000, hence the possible 
felony vandalism charges, ac¬ 
cording to a Stanford police 
spokesman. 

Police were alerted to the 


vandalism by a passerby who 
saw several of the athletes 
ram the sculpture with a 
wooden bench. 

“I’ve seen photographs of 
the damage, and it’s the most 
serious since the incident in 
1984 when an unknown indi¬ 
vidual hammered at the 
sculpture more than 50 
times,” said Captain Raoul 
Neimeyer, a Stanford police 
official. 

Although Neimeyer told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
he could not comment, when 
asked if the students had co¬ 
operated with the police in¬ 
vestigation, he said, “No. 
Maybe one of them. They ad¬ 
mit they were there but say 
they didn’t see nothing.”

Earthquake Preparedness: 


Is the Castro Ready For a Really Big One?

In an unprecedented four- 
and-a-half-hour hearing before 
the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission on Thurs¬ 
day, May 12, more than 50 
transgendered speakers testi¬ 
fied about discrimination 
faced by members of the di¬ 
verse community. 

“It was a very historic 
hearing,” said Kiki Whitlock, 
chair of the Transgender 
Task Force and a member of 
the Commission’s Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual, and Transgen¬ 
der Advisory Committee. It’s a 
necessary first step toward 
legislation so that transgen¬ 
dered people will be a pro¬ 
tected class.” 

Speakers included repre¬ 
sentatives from FTM, a fe¬ 
male to-male transsexual ad¬ 
vocacy group, male to female 
transgender groups, individu¬ 
al transgenders, and service 
providers. 

Representatives of a vari¬ 
ety of city agencies, including 
the Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices, the Human Resources 
Division, law enforcement, 
and other departments, were 
also present at the hearing. 

“They basically said they 
were willing to get up to 
speed and become more sen¬ 
sitive to the needs of our corn- 


other concerns such as AIDS, 
poverty, and crime, but that 
does not change the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross’s prediction 
that there is a 67 percent 
chance of a major earthquake 
in the Bay Area during a span 
of 30 years.

According to speakers at 
the meeting, transgendered 
individuals face great bias in 
employment and public ac¬ 
commodations. Such “trans¬ 
phobic” discrimination cuts 
across racial, economic and 
cultural boundaries, according 
to Whitlock. 

“Why should we be pun¬ 
ished for something that we 
are, and that we can’t really 
help?” she asked rhetorically. 

Another form of bias that 
transgendered individuals 
face is from the psychiatric 
community, Whitlock said. 

“Being lesbian or gay is 
not a psychiatric disorder or 
disease. Many people in our

has organized a Neighbor¬ 
hood Emergency Response 
Training (NERT) to deal with 
earthquakes in the Castro, 
Duboce, and Market area. 
NERT was inaugurated after 
the 1989 Loma Prieta Earth¬ 
quake, when the San Francis¬ 
co Fire Department realized 
that it does not have the man¬ 
power to handle a major 
catastrophe and recognized 
how dependent it was on vol¬ 
unteer community service. 

NERT is made up of vol¬ 
unteers who are trained by 
members of the SFFD in a 
five-week, three-hour-per- 
week training program that 
includes search and rescue 
techniques, first aid, and 
CPR. All graduates receive a 
yellow vest and hard hat to 
identify them as trained 
helpers to the firefighters, po¬ 
lice, and National Guard. 

However, NERT needs 
new recruits, especially in the 
Castro Street area. 

“No one gets excited about 
earthquakes until one hap¬ 
pens,” said Maura Fenney, 
vice president of the Duboce 
Triangle Neighborhood Asso¬ 
ciation. Last April, the group 
organized a NERT disaster 
drill in the Duboce Triangle 
area and sent letters inviting 
its trained members to the 
drill. Unfortunately, the re¬ 
sponse would have been a 
real disaster if there had been 
a real disaster. 

“Many people told me they 
moved; four people showed 
up — a fifth [member] couldn’t 
find us,” said Fenney. 

Despite the low turnout, 


Fenney told the B.A.R., the 
four members who showed 
received a refresher course 
and decided that, in the event 
of that hypothetical earth¬ 
quake, they would meet in 
Duboce Park to set up a stag¬ 
ing area. 

Unfortunately, when asked 
where Castro residents should 
go for help after the next 
earthquake stops rumbling, 
Fenney said such locations 
are impossible to pre-plan 
“because they never know 
where the damage will be.” 

Basic quake tips 

Many San Franciscans do 
not know, or have simply for¬ 
gotten, what to do in case of 
an earthquake. The best thing 
to do, according to the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross, is to stay in¬ 
side — but away from any 
windows — and to duck under 
a table, bed, or strong door 
frame. The worst action is to 
run outside, where there is a 
great risk of being killed or 
injured by falling trees,, 
bricks, and telephone poles — 
something Fenney personally 
knows about. 

“My chimney landed in my 
neighbor’s yard” during the 
last quake, she recalled. 

An employee at the Mari¬ 
na Safeway told the B.A.R. 
that, despite such warnings, 
“During the Loma Prieta 
earthquake all the customers 
yelled and rushed outside like 
a wild cattle herd.” 

There are many more 
things to know if a big quake 
hits the Bay Area, according

The AIDS Memorial 
Grove, a 15-acre living memo¬ 
rial to those who have died of 
AIDS, was named by the 
Friends of the Urban Forest 
as a finalist for this year’s 
Lowell Award, as was the 
project to plant 37 Canary Is¬ 
land palm trees along Upper 
Market Street. 

John Hooper, a Haight- 
Ashbury resident who led a 
ten-year grassroots effort to 
restore San Francisco’s Buena 
Vista Park, was named the 
1994 winner of the award. 

The award, endowed by 
the estate of Emily Pretty- 
man Lowell (1896-1991) and 
administered by FUF, is a 
new environmental honor giv¬ 
en to recognize citizens and 
groups that make “special 
contribution” to San Francis¬ 
co’s urban forest. 

Friend of the Urban For¬ 
est is the Bay Area’s largest 
community-based tree-plant¬ 
ing group. Since its founding 
in 1981, it has helped over 
20,000 local residents plant 
more than 15,000 trees — 
about one of every five street 
trees in the city. 

A panel of nine jurors who 
represented a broad cross-sec¬ 
tion of business, government, 
and community groups re¬ 
viewed the nominations and 
picked winners and runners- 
up from a variety of local pro¬ 
jects, according to Scott 
Belser, FUF president. 


“All of our nominees are to 
be applauded for their efforts 
to benefit San Francisco’s ur¬ 
ban forest,” Belser said. 

The winner, Hooper, is 
credited with spearheading 
the restoration of Buena 
Vista, a 36-acre, 125-year-old 
park in Haight-Ashbury. In 
the last decade, Hooper and 
the Buena Vista Neighbor¬ 
hood Association have plant¬ 
ed more than 1,500 trees in 
the park, and hires high 
school students every sum¬ 
mer to maintain the site. 

Hooper will receive a $500 
cash award, and $1,000 will 
be donated to Enterprise For 
High School Students. The 
funds will be earmarked for 
the group’s summer mainte¬ 
nance program at the park. 

The runners-up for the 
Lowell Award are Friends of 


islais Creek, a group working 
on a six-year-old effort to re¬ 
habilitate the creek located in 
the city’s industrial district, 
and B. Tree/A Small Free 
Inn. 

Friends of Islais Creek 
planted 84 native trees, and 
created a new mini-park 
along a three-quarter-mile U- 
shaped stretch of the creek’s 
shoreline. 

In 1974 B. Tree turned an 
old auto junkyard behind his 
Mission district house into a 
garden and orchard. He now 
shares the produce he grows 
with homeless people each 
Saturday and offers free tem¬ 
porary lodging. 

The Lowell award was en¬ 
dowed with $100,000 from the 
sale of the avid gardener and 
interior designer’s Vallejo 
Street Victorian residence. ▼ 


Muslim Extremists Continue 
Hate Campaign Against Gays

Controversial anti-gay Na¬ 
tion of Islam spokesman 
Khalid Abdul Muhammad 
drew an enthusiastic crowd of 
2,000 on Friday, May 13 at 
Oakland’s Calvin Simmons 
Auditorium. 

Muhammad was a guest 
speaker at an evening fund¬ 
raiser for Oakland mayoral 
candidate Dr. Yusef Bey, 
founder of Your Black Mus¬ 
lim Bakery, Inc. 

Muhammad has previously 
called for the execution of ho¬ 
mosexuals in public addresses 
delivered on behalf of the Na¬ 
tion of Islam. 

“When we get the power 
from God Almighty to take 
our freedom and indepen¬ 
dence from him ... we kill the 
faggot, we kill the lesbian, we 
kill them all,” Muhammad 
said in a speech last Febru¬ 
ary. 

Muhammad and Nation of 
Islam leader Louis Farrakan 
have repeatedly been criti¬ 
cized by Jewish, gay and les¬ 
bian, civil rights, and other 
groups for hate speech com¬ 
ments concerning Jews, les¬ 
bians and gays, Caucasians, 
and others. 

Bey, who operates a Your 
Black Muslim Bakery outlet 
in the Tenderloin district of 
San Francisco, has been the 
subject of criticism from Gay 
And Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation and lesbian and 
gay leaders for his anti-gay 
and lesbian comments made 
last year on an Oakland cable 
television program. 


The comments included 
statements from Bey de¬ 
nouncing gay teachers and 
lesbians. 

“In the Middle East, when 
you get a man jumping on an¬ 
other man’s back, you take 
their head off,” Bey reminded 
listeners as he denounced ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

Bey also said that he didn’t 
want Black Muslim children 
looking up to any teacher as a 
role model when “he’s a fag¬ 
got,” and criticized lesbians 
for rejecting men. 

Muhammad’s appearance 
at the fundraiser — which cost 
$10 per ticket — was blasted at 
a press conference at Oak¬ 
land’s Temple Beth Abraham 
the afternoon of the event by 
a coalition of groups includ¬ 
ing GLAAD, the Anti- 
Defamation League, the 
American Jewish Congress, 
local synagogues, and repre¬ 
sentatives of Christian and 
Moslem faiths, including Shi¬ 
loh Baptist Church of Hay¬ 
ward. 

Tom Di Maria, GLAAD 
executive director, said the 
group received death threats 
following the press confer¬ 
ence. 

ADL executive director 
Anastasia Steinberg attended 
the fundraiser — one of about 
a dozen Caucasian non-Mus¬ 
lims to show up. 

“It was very troubling to 
be surrounded by that much 
animosity,” said Anastasia 
Steinberg, head of the San 
Francisco chapter of the 
ADL. “It was am amazing ex¬ 
perience. I got a sense of peo¬ 


ple’s fear, desperation, and 
hatred.” 

During the fundraiser, 
Muhammad referred to San 
Francisco as “San Francsissy- 
co,” said that the “only thing 
worse than a white girl on a 
black man’s elbow was a 
white man on a black boy’s 
elbow,” and made other anti¬ 
gay and lesbian comments. 

“I hate a black man that 
acts like a white man, what’s 
worse is a black man that acts 
like a woman,” he said. 

During his remarks, 
Muhammad also denounced 
multiculturalism and criti¬ 
cized Western educational 
systems which teach “the lies 
of Plato, Aristotle, and other 
faggots.” 

Bey told the crowd that ho¬ 
mosexuality is not a sexual 
orientation but a preference, 
and said that he could talk 
gay men “out of it.” 

South African President 
Nelson Mandela was also crit¬ 
icized during the fundraiser 
as a “circus clown” and a pup¬ 
pet. 

GLAAD’s Di Maria told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
such hate speech sanctions at¬ 
tacks on lesbians and gays. 

“It’s extremely damaging 
to our community,” he said, 
“but it doesn’t come as a sur¬ 
prise.” 

Di Maria said that al¬ 
though there was major me¬ 
dia attendance at the press 
conference, there has been lit¬ 
tle reported about the contro¬ 
versial fundraiser. 

“We’re not sure why that 
is,” he added. ▼ 
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New Troubles for 
'N Touch Owner

San Francisco police nar¬ 
cotics inspectors seized a 
semi-automatic assault 
weapon and an an eighth of 
an ounce of methampheta- 
mines in a Thursday, May 12 
raid of the Mariposa Street 
home of ’N Touch bar owner 
Norman Stewart Hyatt. 

Ramon Nance, a 31-year- 
old resident at the site, and 
20-year-old Dennis Delfin of 
Richmond, California, were 
booked on narcotics sales and 
firearms charges. Hyatt was 
not charged or implicated in 
the investigation, said SFPD 
Narcotics Inspector George 
Nazzal. “None of the stuff 
found belonged to him,” he 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“He claimed to have no 
knowledge and we were able 
to corroborate that.” 

According to Nazzal, the 
search warrant raid followed 
an undercover investigation. 
“It was an offshot of what 
happened in the bar last 
week,” he said, referring to a 
May 9 raid of the ’N Touch 
gay bar on Polk Street. 

Police confiscated two 
video poker machines and 
more than $8,000 in cash in 
that raid, after an undercover 
investigation by SFPD Vice 
Squad Inspectors into illegal 
gamblingthere, during which 
Vice Squad Inspector Vince 
Repetto alleged he was paid 
off in cash for winning games 
on the popular machines. 

Police have charged Delfin 
with possession of the illegal 
AP-9 semi-automatic assault 


weapon, similar to a subma¬ 
chine gun. 

“It’s similar to an Uzi, a 9- 
millimeter type weapon,” 
Nazzal said. The weapon was 
one of several recently 
banned by the U.S. Congress. 

Federal Alcohol, Tobacco, 
and Firearm officers arrived 
at the scene of the raid on Hy¬ 
att’s home to examine the 
weapon, which was booked 
as evidence along with the 
seized methamphetamine. 

The possession of firearms 
in connection with narcotics 
sales “are very common,” 
Nazzal told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “It’s a big part of the 
scene. It’s part of the power 
trip. We probably see fire¬ 
arms in 60-70 percent of ma¬ 
jor investigations. I’m not 
talking about just your basic 
drug dealer on the corner.” 

Nazzal told the B.A.R. 
that the suspects “were ex¬ 
tremely cooperative” during 
the arrest, and that Delfin, 
who was charged with the 
felony firearm offense, “of¬ 
fered up” the weapon to po¬ 
lice. Nance was also charged 
with felony keeping a place 
where narcotics are used or 
sold. 

“Speed is a big big prob¬ 
lem in San Francisco’s gay 
community and it’s starting to 
spread into the heterosexual 
community. It tears apart peo¬ 
ple’s lives,” Nazzal said. 

Both suspects were booked 
on at the Hall of Justice and 
later released to face arraign¬ 
ment on the charges this 
week. ▼

Fundraising Flowered at 
Orchidmania Mother's Day

The fifth annual Orchid- 
mania, the world’s largest or¬ 
chid garage sale, raised more 
than $30,000 for five AIDS 
service groups during its 
Mother’s Day weekend ex¬ 
travaganza. 

All plants were donated by 
commercial and private or¬ 
chid growers around the 
world — from Suphachadi- 
wong Orchids of Bangphra, 
Thailand, to Orchids For Ev¬ 
eryone of San Jose, California 
— who wanted to help raise 
funds for grassroots AIDS 
groups. 

The plants sold ranged 
from a $1,200 Phalaenopsis 
schilleriana to more than 600 
cymbidiums, according to 
Douglas Thompson, president 
of the annual event. 

“We sold many, many $10 
plants and the sale totalled in 
the neighborhood of 6,000 
plants. It was fine. It was mar¬ 
velous. It was amazing,” 
Thompson told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“Yes, there were little old 
Republican ladies at the sale, 
but I’m astounded by the 
number of young people in 
their early twenties who are in¬ 
terested,” he said. There 
were a lot of very hip, young 
gay men with shaved heads 
and lots of tattoos and many 
piercings, who bought unusu¬ 
al plants and and knew what 
they were talking about. It 
crosses every boundary.” 

Beneficiaries of the annual 


event are grassroots AIDS 
groups that rely almost entire¬ 
ly on private funds for their 
free services. 

“One of our most impor¬ 
tant objectives is to set aside a 
portion of our annual funding 
for organizations in Asia and 
Latin America, since Third 
World needs are enormous 
and assistance programs face 
enormous financial, political, 
and cultural problems,” 
Thompson said. 

Groups are only funded for 
a three-year period, and be¬ 
tween 85-90 percent of all 
funds raised go to the AIDS 
services groups. 

“Eventually, we hope to be 
able to cover all of our admin¬ 
istrative expenses with tax 
deductible financial gifts,” 
Thompson said. 

This year’s recipients in¬ 
clude ACCESS, which serves 


the rural Mendocino county 
coast; F.A.C.T., a Bangkok- 
based group that uses enter¬ 
tainment to provide AIDS ed¬ 
ucation in rural Thailand and 
operates a hotline and onsite 
AIDS education programs in 
Thai sex industry centers; 
and The Family Link, which 
provides transportation, emo¬ 
tional support, and lodging to 
families of people with AIDS 
who come to San Francisco 
to be with a relative with 
AIDS. 

The two other recipients 
are International Voluntary 
Services, which provide cul¬ 
turally and language-relevant 
AIDS prevention and treat¬ 
ment programs in Thailand; 
and the Oscar Romero Pro¬ 
ject, which provides AIDS 
treatment drugs, condoms, 
and educational materials in 
El Salvador. T 


Plaintiff i n Lawsuit Against Auto 
Association Suffers Declining Health

An attorney who repre¬ 
sents the California State Au¬ 
tomobile Association in a law¬ 
suit brought against the com¬ 
pany by Ron Glasser, a gay 
man with AIDS, has denied 
an allegation that it is trying 
to stall the case until the man 
dies. 

“That’s complete non¬ 
sense,” said Janet Bentley of 
the law firm of Thelen, Mar- 
rin, Johnson and Bridges. 
“We’ve been trying to get Mr. 
Glasser’s deposition since 
April 1993.” 

The charges against CSAA 
were made by Walter Moore 
of Bancroft and McAlister, a 
local law firm that is repre¬ 
senting Glasser in a two-year- 
old suit, charging the automo¬ 
bile association with breach 
of contract and violations of 
gay rights and harassment 
protections of the state labor 
code. 

“I think they are trying to 
make sure he dies before the 
case gets to trial,” Moore said. 

Glasser, a former claims 
adjuster for CSAA, has 
charged that he was harassed 
by supervisors and was de¬ 
nied promotions because of 
his sexual orientation. 

Glasser currently has a T- 
cell count of 29, lives on $532 
a month, and suffers from se¬ 
vere agoraphobia. 

A settlement offer of 
$40,000 in the case was reject¬ 


ed as inadequate, according to 
Moore. 

“The gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity and everyone who op¬ 
poses homophobia needs to 
know that CSAA harasses 
and discriminates against 
gays,” he said. 

Glasser alleges in his suit 
that during his employment 
at CSAA one supervisor told 
him it was against God’s will 
to be gay and that he should 
try dating women instead of 
other men; that CSAA man¬ 
agement assigned him insult¬ 
ing computer passwords such 
as “Gayal” and “Honey”; and 
that it denied him raises and 
promotion in favor of less 
qualified straight employees. 

Glasser also testified that 
CSAA did nothing to stop 
anti-gay harassment from co¬ 
workers, including “limp 
wrist” gestures and other 
forms of abuse. In one inci¬ 
dent, a supervisor gave him a 
condom in front of other em¬ 
ployees and told him to “have 
a gay old time.” 

According to Moore, Glass¬ 
er received numerous letters 
of commendation from CSAA 
customers, and awards from 
the automobile club for cus¬ 
tomer service, but was never 
promoted from claims ad¬ 
juster to a “more desirable” 
position, which would have 
included higher pay and a 
company car. 

Because of Glasser’s 
health, a deposition of his tes¬ 


timony on the causes of ac¬ 
tion has been videotaped, in 
case he dies before the suit 
comes to trial. 

Moore expects a trial date 
to be set within two weeks 
and will ask the Superior 
Court to expedite the start of 
the trial because of Glasser’s 
health. 

Glasser previously sued 
under AB 2601, a measure 
signed by Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son, which outlaws anti-gay 
job discrimination. 

But because the suit has 
languished for two years and 
because of his own health sit¬ 
uation, Glasser says it is “du¬ 
bious whether the California 
State Supreme Court will be 
given a chance to hear the is¬ 
sue.” 

Glasser’s suit is one of 
three such cases before the 
state Supreme Court, which 
is expected to eventually rule 
on the constitutionality of lo¬ 
cal gay rights ordinances that 
forbid anti-gay job and hous¬ 
ing bias. 

After an appellate court 
ruled in a Los Angeles case 
last year that state laws pre¬ 
empt local gay rights ordi¬ 
nances, San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Lucy McCabe 
ruled the local gay rights ordi¬ 
nance unconstitutional on the 
basis of the appellate ruling. 

City Attorney Louise 
Renne and the American Civ¬ 
il Liberties Union have ap¬ 
pealed McCabe’s ruling. T 
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It's a FACT: Thais Fight HIV

One of the groups to receive 
money from the Orchidmania 
sales on Mother’s Day is FACT 
— Fraternity for AIDS Cessa¬ 
tion in Thailand. Founded by 
Natee Teerarojjanapongs, 
FACT originated in a dance 
group in the mid-1980s called 
White Line. This group per¬ 
formed dances on Buddhist 
and other themes of Thai 
Society, including isues such as 
the preservation of the forests. 

In 1986, White Line started 
to take on AIDS themes in its 
dance routines, and in 1989 
FACT was set up (embracing 
White Line) to harness the tal¬ 
ents of many volunteers — 
who couldn’t necessarily 
dance, but who wanted to 
help in other ways to raise 
awareness of AIDS and build 
a group with a gay Thai iden¬ 
tity. 

Several of FACT’S active 
members are former “bar 
boys.” The main organization 
is in Bangkok, but there are 
also branches in Chiengmai 
and Pattaya. 

For more than two years 
White Line has been perform¬ 
ing in schools and colleges, 
shopping malls and parks, 
and other places that are not 
notably gay. One of its dances 
is “Bangkok Fights AIDS,” in 
which a group of villainous 
characters called HIV menace 
the people of Bangkok. Su¬ 
perman is called in to defeat 
them, but cannot do so, and a 
Thai kickboxer fares no bet¬ 
ter. Next, a Golden Thread is 
tried — corresponding to the 
traditional Thai belief in the 
magic powers of golden 


threads — but it doesn’t work 
either. Eventually, in desper¬ 
ation, condoms are produced, 
which — like garlic to vam¬ 
pires — cause the HIV charac¬ 
ters to wilt away. 

In trying to reach the 
many gay Thai men who do 
not frequent gay establish¬ 
ments but make their con¬ 
tacts at well-known meeting 
places, FACT has set up 
“cruising squads,” aimed at in¬ 
stilling a greater awareness of 
safer sex. Groups of trained 
volunteers visit cruising 
places in Bangkok and 
Chiengmai with a set ques¬ 
tionnaire and free condoms. 
The questionnaire enquires 
what sort of sex the person is 
looking for, whether money is 
likely to be involved, whether 
safer sex will be followed, 
and so on. The FACT volun¬ 
teers approach cruisers dis¬ 
creetly, without being aggres¬ 
sive. If people don’t wish to 
answer, they don’t persist. 

FACT does much of its 
work in straight establish¬ 
ments, including straight sex 
venues. This is partly from a 
wish to break away from a 
narrow closet position, and 
also because of a practical 
link: many bar boys are bisex¬ 
ual and visit female prosti¬ 
tutes. But there is also recog¬ 
nition here of the fact that 
Thai male culture needs to 
change if the spread of HIV is 
to be contained. 

As Natee says, “Thai men 
do not have to continue feel¬ 
ing bound, by some peculiar 
law of our society, to visit 
prostitutes every week. If 
they do, then the use of con¬ 
doms must become an accept¬ 
ed practice, and not seen as 
an imposed nuisance de¬ 


signed to ruin their pleasure.” 

In May of last year, a 
group of 12 dancers from 
White Line visited Khmer 
refugee camps on the Thai 
side of the border with Cam¬ 
bodia, performing various 
dances, including “Not a Gay 
Disease.” The camps (some of 
which have since been closed 
in the UN repatriation 
program) contained female 
Khmer prostitutes, servicing 
Khmer men in the camp, and 
Thai soldiers. There were 
known cases of HIV infection 
in the camps and there had 
been forcible testing. 

FACT’S activities also in¬ 
clude a monthly newsletter — 
mainly in Thai but with some 
pieces translated into English 
— funded by advertising and 
distributed free in gay 
venues. FACT also has 
trained counselors running a 
telephone helpline. On the 
first Sunday of each month 
the organization hosts a dis¬ 
cussion group at its headquar¬ 
ters in the north of Bangkok. 
FACT has plans to set up 
HIV/AIDS support groups in 
some hospitals. 

There is now a gay social 
club, the FACT House, which 
opened in December. It is in¬ 
tended as somewhere for peo¬ 
ple to meet and talk, rather 
than primarily a pick-up 
place. One room has music 
and entertainment, including 
karaoke; the other is a quieter 
place to talk. There is a li¬ 
brary, snacks and drinks are 
sold, and material on safer 
sex, in Thai and English, as 
well as condoms, are avail¬ 
able. ▼

From the Bully Pulpit 

An interesting news item from London caught our eye re¬ 
cently: it seems three separate lawsuits have been filed against 
schools there, by victims of bullying who say the government 
abrogated its responsibility to protect them from their abusive 
fellow students. 

As the news report pointed out, bullying victims frequently 
carry the psychological effects long after they have left school; 
what it didn’t mention is that many intelligent students who 
might otherwise have excelled at school ultimately prefer to 
drop out of it than face the abuse any longer, thereby creating 
financial effects that also tend to last a lifetime. We know some 
of those dropouts, and think it’s a shame that their education 
was cut short while the boys who made their lives hell now 
have diplomas and better jobs. 

We applaud the courage of those plaintiffs in England, and 
hope to see many more of those lawsuits filed, including sev¬ 
eral in this country. Even in this overly litigious society the 
concepts involved — the right to an education, the right to be 
left alone, the right to remain free of violence — seem well 
worth fighting for. 

The news item did not mention if the bullying victims were 
gay, but we suspect they were — and probably what we used 
to call “nelly,” as well. (The tendency of young gay males to be 
more feminine than they are later in life is one of the reasons 
we tire of hearing the arguments that gays would be better off 
if we could just act “normal.” Unfortunately, for some — both 
in school and out — that isn’t always a possibility. Since we, 
too, went through that stage, we feel we now have an obliga¬ 
tion to protect the rights of kids who carry their books 
“wrong” and exhibit obviously gay characteristics; besides, who 
can really determine what is normal?) 

We remember the bullies we knew in school whenever we 
hear bigots screaming about educators, counselors, and text¬ 
books that mention homosexuality. The chorus of doleful wails 
that emerge like flatulence from the Christian Coalition every 
time the subject is broached would indicate to the otherwise 
uninformed that no other reference to sexuality is ever made 
in America’s schools. However, nobody who attended school 
in the last 20 years at least could possibly be that misinformed: 
they know the subject is hammered at, relentlessly, in almost 
every high school and junior high school in the land. 

The word “homosexual” may not pass the lips of the sons 
and daughters of those fundy bigots, but we’re willing to bet 
words like “fag” and “lezzie” spew forth pretty regularly, to say 
nothing of “cocksucker.” Educating kids about alternative sex¬ 
uality is, let’s be honest, only a defense against the abuse hand¬ 
ed out by bullies — and the bullying parents of bullies. Perhaps 
if anti-gay rhetoric weren’t so constantly drummed into the 
heads of teens, it wouldn’t be so necessary to ensure they got 
some gay-neutral information as well. But things being what 
they are, and what with bullies still allowed to run roughshod 
over effeminate boys and athletic girls, it is important for all 
gays and lesbians to demand counterbalance to the abuse. 

It would be a better world if so-called Christians like Lou 
Sheldon and Lon Mabon made sure pejorative words were 
kept out of America’s public schools instead of clinical ones. 
We’d like to see the day when the hunt to root out and expel 
abusers is as compulsive as the current mania for expelling 
anything of a potentially gay-positive nature. But that isn’t like¬ 
ly to happen; bullies don’t generally side against other bullies. 

School bullying reached a new high — or low, depending on 
your perspective — in Stanford this Monday morning. Seven 
star athletes beat up an inanimate object because it looked like 
gay people. We refer, of course, to the sculpture by George Se¬ 
gal entitled Gay Liberation, which the seven jocks attacked 
with spray paint and a park bench. 

We always knew bullies were a cowardly lot: anti-gay at¬ 
tacks in schools, as everywhere else, are usually carried out by 
gangs of perpetrators that far outnumber victims. And, as ev¬ 
eryone knows, anti-gay bullies, whether in college or on Capi¬ 
tol Hill, are both gay themselves and so stupid they think no¬ 
body else can figure out the obvious. We had no idea, however, 
that college athletes were so chicken they had to rove in packs 
to beat up a statue. We’re glad we don’t have any money rid¬ 
ing on their athletic ability or sportsmanship — or do we? We 
can’t help but wonder: did tax dollars finance these bigots’ 
Stanford tuition? We’ll be following the story as it develops. ▼

Life Is Too Good 
To Throw Away on a Myth

I was shocked a few weeks back to read in 
the obituaries of a young man of only 28 years 
who, after testing HIV positive, jumped from 
the Golden Gate Bridge and took his life.

In September of 1990 my lover of 14 years 
died of AIDS. All the published statistics said 
I, too, would be dead or dying within a year of 
his passing. 

My lover left me a fair chunk of money and 


I spent it fast, thinking of his regrets over ac¬ 
quiring it but not getting to enjoy it. I enjoyed 
it, but now, almost four years later, I wish I 
hadn’t wantonly squandered so much money, 
because I’m still alive and very well. 

My standard line: “Gee, if I had known I 
was going to live 
this long I 
would’ve saved 
some money.” 

Well, I’d say 
society heavily 
contributed to 
my expectations 
of my demise. I 
have no ill feel¬ 
ings about the 
money. That’s 
over. I do have 
ill feelings about 
that myth that 
HIV= Death. I 
am living proof 
that is simply 
not true. 

I work a 60 
hour week, I 
own a construc¬ 
tion company, I 
renovate my 
home evenings and weekends. I kayak at least 
once a week. I’m doing just great. I wish I 
could have talked to that young man who 
jumped. 

I wish I could have told him how wonderful 
life can be. ▼

What About the Other PAWS Board 
Members? 

I became aware of the current problems at PAWS 
upon reading the March 1994 articles in B.A.R. I 
thought there had to be another side to the story, but 
it was clear that the organization lacked adequate 
leadership given both the internal mayhem at PAWS 
and the lack of any effective damage control regarding 
the unflattering newspaper articles. 

So, I wrote a letter to the board, offering my services. 
I then attended the board meeting by invitation and 
witnessed approximately 20 people sit through an 
hour-long board meeting before they were told that 
the board was not the appropiate channel for an open 
discussion between board and the public. Angry 
donors stormed out the door vowing to never again 
contribute to PAWS. 

Once again, I wrote a letter to the board urging them 
to acknowledge the problem as one of very poor man¬ 
agement and again offer my services. I fully expected 
to receive one of two responses from the board: (1) the 
board recognized the inadequacies of the interim 
director and were accepting applications for that posi¬ 
tion; or, (2) the board and Ms. Cleary had made some 
serious mistakes and were attempting to rectify them, 
whereupon I would submit my name as a potential 
board member. To my surprise, I received a letter from 
Dr. Ron Lewis, president of the board, informing me 
that the current problems at PAWS were the result of 
the gay press and a few disgruntled individuals. In the 
letter, Dr. Lewis stated: “The board shares your con¬ 
cern for PAWS and are concerned about the damaged 
[sic] the gay press and a few other [sic] has done to hurt 
the reputation and interfere with the mission of 
PAWS.” Good god! The man puts blame on the re¬ 
porting of the actions rather than on the actions them¬ 
selves. 

The reporter of the events is the scoundrel, while 
the perpetrator, Maryanne Cleary, receives un¬ 
qualified support from the board! Twisted! 

It was clear to all present at the Town Hall meeting 
that the reporter was very angry. President Lewis and 
Director Cleary would have you think that anger 
prevents accurate reporting of events.

Just Whom Does PAWS Serve? 

I have been keeping up with the reporting by B.A.R. 
on PAWS and attended the PAWS Board meeting and 
the recent Town Hall meeting. As both the head of a 
California corporation and as someone who has been 
involved with nonprofits, I have just a few observa¬ 
tions to make: (1) It was very smart of the board to 
make this Town Hall meeting only 60 minutes long. 
The poor leadership that has caused the current situ¬ 
ation would have taken many hours to discuss. Instead, 
60 minutes for all issues were allotted. It took 20 
minutes just to address the operational concerns of a 
group of PWAs who relied on PAWS for pet food. The 
majority of issues concerning Maryanne Cleary’s poor 
leadership were simply not addressed. (2) One of 
PAWs clients stated that he had to give up his cats be¬ 
cause PAWS no longer delivered pet food to him. Two 
weeks earlier, I had heard this same man screaming 
at the board meeting for help. The president of the 
board’s reaction to that was to call the police to remove 
him from the property. (3) One question I had for the 
town meeting was never addressed because there was 
not enough time. I had wondered how many 
employees and volunteers had quit since Maryanne 
took over. From what I can figure, out of 4 employees, 
three have quit and one remains. I asked the president 
this question after the meeting and he said, “Three 
quit for other reasons.” I have no idea what the toll was 
on volunteers. 

The turmoil at PAWS is avoidable. As readers of 
these articles and letters, the gay community is cer¬ 
tain of what is wrong — management. The board and 
Maryanne Cleary never addressed the very serious 


issues addressed in the B.A.R. articles oeher than 
when Maryanne Cleary said they told lies about her 
and Dr. Lewis dismissed the reporting as biased. 

That is the dumbest way to work with the commu¬ 
nity press because they are actually working against 
our press. Management, especially that of nonprofits, 
must be able to openly deal with the press. If they can¬ 
not, get new management. What Maryanne Cleary 
and the board did talk about, were PAWS ac¬ 
complishments and how Maryanne Cleary had the 
support of the board. In other words, they stonewall¬ 
ed on almost all of the issues. Usually when people 
stonewall, they are hiding something. I can’t figure out 
why this board president is so blindingly loyal to this 
obviously unfortunate manager. It just doesn’t sound 
kosher to me. 

Either there is something he is hiding or he has lost 
his judgement, because any fool knows Maryanne 
Cleary has done a very poor job. Above all else, I 
wonder: “Who are they serving? Are they serving the 
community or themselves?”

The Cafe — Our True Story 

I would like to address a few points that were 
brought up in Katherine Collins’ article of May 5 
regarding The Cafe and maybe put this to rest once 
and for all. 

Point 1: Tommy Lee, the owner, is not responsible 
for the day to day operations of The Cafe, the promo¬ 
tions or hiring and firing of employees — I am. So if 
anyone wants to find fault, find it with me. There is 
no masterminding between Tommy Lee and myself 
to alter the mix of clientele in a bar that has over the 
last two years become extremely popular. Tommy is 
responsible for taking a run-down, bankrupt bar, put¬ 
ting a hell of a lot of money into it and making it into 
a clean, nice place for everyone. In the process, he has 
put 26 people to work, given them good medical 
benefits, paid vacations and a retirement program. 
What a jerk, huh? As for him not liking or trusting 
women — that’s a lot of garbage. He owned one of the 
few men’s bars in the Castro to employ a female 
bartender when he owned Uncle Bert’s bar. He is by 
far, one of the kindest, most generous employers you 
will ever find. 

Point 2. The Cafe’s busiest night is Friday, not Satur¬ 
day and resident disc jockey Jaqui Mac plays on Fri¬ 
day nights. 

Point 3. Drink tickets are a promotional thing and 
a system of keeping track of them is maintained. Tom¬ 
my Lee has given out about 25 of them in 2 Vi years 

— hardly enough to influence a change in the makeup 
of our clientele. I have given out many, many more, 
but I’m here seven days a week and the split of those 
I give out are equal between men and women. 

Point 4. About the “male owner, male manager, 
energy thing” brought up by an anonymous employee 

— there are three men’s bars around owned by 
women! Why aren’t they women’s bars with all that 
female energy? 

Point 5. With respect to the employees terminated 
for cocaine use — the California Alcoholic Beverage 
Control will not close a bar for allowing bartenders 
to drink on the job, but they will for drug use! 
Moreover, the employees using cocaine were warned 
once. Incidentally, these firings took place when the 
manager of The Cafe was a female. 

Final point. The Cafe is a mixed bar. It is a bar for 
women and men, not one or the other. If you are a man 
and don’t like women, don’t come here. If you are a 
woman and don’t like men around, don’t come here. 
If you like the mix, want to dance and drink in plea¬ 
sant and safe surroundings you’ll have a good time and 
be treated well by our staff. 

The Cafe has experienced a significant increase in 
patronage over the last year and many of those patrons 
happen to be men. If, in anyone’s mind, this is an in¬ 
justice toward women, we regret that you interpret it 
as an injustice, but we cannot and we will not make 


any attempt to discriminate against any one. 

Let’s hope all this separation will be dropped in our 
community. We get enough of it from straight people.

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Religious Right Targets Clinton 


T hose members of the 
religious right (and, to 
a lesser degree, Re¬ 
publicans) who are 
quietly promoting the Paula 
Corbin Jones’ “sexual harass¬ 
ment” case against President 
Bill Clinton would have us 
believe that there is an analo¬ 
gy between her case and the 
Anita Hill-Clarence Thomas 
imbroglio a while back. Not 
so, folks. 

Commentary 

First, Anita Hill did not 
file a lawsuit or ask for mon¬ 
ey. Jones, without blinking an 
eye, tells us that “this is not 
about money,” but is asking 
for a “settlement” of $700,000. 
Hill also did not bring a claim 
of sexual harassment in the 
hopes of getting a better job; 
in fact, Anita Hill emerged in 
the Thomas case only after 
being sought out by Capitol 
Hill staffers who had to con¬ 
vince her to testify. 

In addition to Ms. Jones, 
who now has the conservative 
right wing and some promi¬ 
nent Republicans actually set¬ 
ting up a “defense fund” to 
pay her legal bills, it was an¬ 
nounced in Lynchburg, Va., 
this week that anti-gay tele¬ 
vangelist Jerry Falwell has be¬ 
gun marketing a $43 video¬ 
tape featuring an assortment 
of allegations against Presi¬ 
dent Clinton, ranging from 
sexual misconduct to murder. 
The two-hour tape, being pro¬ 
moted on television and in 
anti-Clinton conservative pub¬ 
lications, highlights the likes 
of former Arkansas state 
worker Larry Nichols, an 
avowed enemy of Clinton; 
Gennifer Flowers; and of 
course, Paula Corbin Jones. 
Falwell’s people refused to di¬ 
vulge where proceeds from 
the tape are going, but 
sources hinted that Paula 
Corbin Jones would benefit 
from at least part of the sales. 

Mr. Nichols is shown here 
speaking about mysterious 
deaths he attributes to Clin¬ 
ton, though he does not ex¬ 
plain why. “People are dead 
in Arkansas,” Nichols says at 
one point on the tape, adding 
that “there were countless 
and countless people that 
mysteriously died that as it 
turned out had some connec¬ 
tion to Bill Clinton. I believe 
that is going on today.” 

Falwell, when asked by a 
reporter if he was actually ac¬ 
cusing the president of mur¬ 
der, responded: “No, we are 
not. We’re saying — we’re re¬ 
peating the evidence that is 
being put forth by others.” 
The tape also includes allega¬ 


tions by Nichols that First 
Lady Hillary Clinton commit¬ 
ted sexual improprieties. Fal¬ 
well, while admitting that he 
has no actual independent ev¬ 
idence to support these 
claims, nevertheless is not 
bashful about hawking the 
tape, explaining that its pur¬ 
pose is to feature “the views 
of the Arkansas people who 
are saying these things.” 

Politics and people 

Speaker Willie Brown, 
Mayor Jordan, Senator 
Quentin Kopp, Supervisors 
Leal and Migden, and Public 
Defender Jeff Brown are 
among those sponsoring “A 
Tribute to Arlo Smith” next 
Thursday, May 26, at the De- 
lancey Street Main Ballroom 
(600 The Embarcadero). Call 
982-2127 for tickets and infor¬ 
mation. California Democratic 
Party Chair Bill Press will be 
the featured speaker at this 
tribute to one of the finest 
people in public life. 

Although she once was 
thought to be a sure thing for 
superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction, Delaine Eastin, a 
pro-gay assemblywoman from 
the East Bay, now has a dog¬ 
fight on her hands with oppo¬ 
nent Maureen DiMarco, who 
last week picked up the en¬ 
dorsements of the influential 
Sacramento Bee and the San 
Jose Mercury News. Neither 
candidate is expected to win 
the necessary 51 percent in 
the June 7 primary; the two 
Democrats will likely fight it 
out in November for this 
“nonpartisan” post. 

Make a note now to be 
sure to vote for Tony Miller 
for secretary of state in the 
Democratic primary. The 
openly gay Miller is by far 
the best qualified candidate in 
this race. 

In Ovett, Mississippi, 
Camp Sister Spirit, a feminist 
retreat run by a lesbian cou¬ 
ple, Brenda and Wanda Hen¬ 
son, suffered yet another set¬ 
back when U.S. Rep. Mike 
Parker (R), the area congress¬ 
man, spoke out against the 
camp at a fundraising barbe¬ 
cue over the weekend, trot¬ 
ting out the tired old “family 
values” theme. 

With his new book on the 
market, it has become quite 
the Washington political 
game to watch: Dan Quayle 
and the equally anti-gay Pat 
Buchanan locked in a bitter 
battle to see who can rightful¬ 
ly claim the Republican right 
as their own as they look to 
the ’96 presidential contest. 

The Democratic race for 
Congress in the San Jose 
area’s 16th District between 


Zoe Lofgen and former San 
Jose Mayor Tom McEnery is 
getting nasty. McEnery has 
the edge in this heavily 
Democratic district. 

No one will say so pub¬ 
licly, but more than one City 
Hall politico is telling me that 
few, if any, tears are being 
shed over Tax Collector Thad 
Brown’s decision to call it 
quits. 

And you can look for 
Kathleen Brown to easily win 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nod June 7. Garamendi’s cam¬ 
paign has run out of steam — 
and money. This one is over. 

Those in the City who 
know Judge Stephen G. Brey- 
er of Boston, President Clin¬ 
ton’s Supreme Court nomi¬ 
nee, tell me that the San 
Francisco native (born here in 
1938, attended Lowell High 
and Stanford University) is a 
champion of women’s rights, 
an advocate of constitutional 
protection for gays, a foe of 
the death penalty, and can be 
expected to most often side 
with the underdog. 

The Grand Rapids, Michi¬ 
gan City Commission last 
week passed a gay rights ordi¬ 
nance that protects gays from 
housing and employment 
bias. Christian fundamental¬ 
ists immediately called for a 
recall of the commission 
members. 

My favorite television po¬ 
litical spot of the gubernatori¬ 
al campaign: Tom Hayden sit¬ 
ting in front of Folsom 
Prison, deriding the amount 
of money spent on prison con¬ 
struction. After delivering his 
rap, Hayden says, “And by 
the way, I have to say, I’m 
tough on crime. I guess you 
have to do that in these cam¬ 
paigns.” 

Virginia Republicans are 
now in mortal fear that the 
Christian right-dominated 
GOP convention in that state 
will nominate Oliver North 
for the U.S. Senate despite 
warnings by Ronald Reagan, 
General Colin Powell, Gener¬ 
al Norman Schwarzkopf and 
the state’s other GOP senator, 
John Warner. This is good 
news for embattled Demo¬ 
cratic incumbent Senator 
Charles Robb, who’s smiling 
as the state GOP shoots itself 
in the foot in a state where it 
should be gaining a Senate 
seat. 

Two gay friends of mine in 
D.C. have a new VIP next- 
door neighbor. George 
Stephanopoulos, senior advi¬ 
sor to President Clinton, re¬ 
cently plunked down $1 mil¬ 
lion for a home in the heavily 
gay Dupont Circle Neighbor-

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Castro Conundrums

T he third story I ever 
wrote for this newspa¬ 
per, in April of 1991, 
carried the headline 
“Women De-Barred?” It was a 
report on the then-pending 
sales of Cafe San Marcos and 
Francine’s. At the time, 
Metro owner Ed Wang was 
in the process of finalizing a 
deal for Cafe San Marcos 
which eventually fell through. 
Donald McMartin’s purchase 
of Francine’s went ahead as 
planned, and the Edge now 
occupies the space that was 
the last women’s bar in the 
Castro. 

Three years ago, as Mc- 
Martin looked forward to 
tending his own bar, he told 
me that his bar would be 
open to “everybody.” But, as I 
watched the remodeling pro¬ 
cess, the opening of the Edge, 
and the evolution of the clien¬ 
tele, I could see the writing 
on the wall for women there: 
yet another place in the Cas¬ 
tro that doesn’t have to put 
up a sign excluding women to 
achieve that exclusion. 

I’m not trying to pick on 
the Edge or its management. 
I just want to make sure that 
before The Cafe and its cur¬ 
rent owner, Tommy Lee 
Sherck, get held to any stan-

dard of inclusion, the other 
bar owners in the neighbor¬ 
hood get the same scrutiny. 

I first met Tommy Lee 
about three year ago, on a 
softball field, before he pur¬ 
chased The Cafe. At the time, 
he owned Uncle Bert’s Place 
and was managing one team 
and sponsoring two teams in 
the Gay Softball League. 
When one of the sponsors of 
a women’s team went out of 
business in the middle of the 
season, it was Tommy Lee 
who offered to — and did — 
help out financially. Not only 
does he sponsor a number of 
women’s athletic teams, but 
he also sits on the sidelines, 
cheering with a genuine ap¬ 
preciation of both the talents 
and the efforts of the women 
competing. 

Tommy Lee earned a spot 
on my list as one who gives 
to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity long before he pur¬ 
chased The Cafe. Women’s 
sports teams hold fundraisers 
at The Cafe, as do all sorts of 
activists — everyone from 
Camp Sister Spirit to the or¬ 
ganizers of the Dyke March. 
So now, it’s disturbing to sit

hood. Longtime gay and les¬ 
bian residents of the area are 
happily welcoming the likable 
bachelor. 

Incidentally, my thanks to 
the Log Cabin (Gay & Les¬ 
bian) Republican Club of 
Sacramento for inviting me to 
speak to them recently — a 
good group, even if I was the 
only Democrat in the room. 

And for those of you who 
think Mayor Jordan has no 
support in the gay and lesbian 
community, you should have 
heard the overflow crowd at 
The Gangway’s 23rd anniver¬ 
sary party Sunday when he 
walked into the popular 
Larkin Street bar. ▼ 


on the sidelines as one of the 
men in the Castro who seems 
to be most open to supporting 
lesbians is the one being held 
to the highest standard. 

In conversation with Ed 
Wang in 1991, at the time he 
had a bid on Cafe San Mar¬ 
cos, he told me over the 
phone, “Cafe San Marcos ad¬ 
vertises itself as the only 
mixed bar in the Castro, but 
every time I’ve gone in, it has 
been predominantly ladies,” 
and he suggested that he’d 
like to see it become “a more 
mixed bar,” adding that “we 
should have more mixed bars 
in the Castro.” 

Given the current trends in 
the Castro, a man calling for

“more mixed bars” there does 
so from a very different van¬ 
tage point than a woman. 

Flurry of debate 

Now, this would all be old 
news if it weren’t for the re¬ 
cent flurry of debate over the 
plight of The Cafe. It seems 
that the mixed bar is becom¬ 
ing more so ... or less so, de¬ 
pending upon your perspec¬ 
tive. How many lesbians in a 
bar full of gay men make it a 
mixed bar? Or, if you prefer, 
how many gay men in a bar 
full of lesbians? 

This is a gray area to be 
sure. And here I’m only ad¬ 
dressing the gender mix. Is 
there any more an “appropri¬ 
ate” gender mix than there is 
an “appropriate” racial mix? 

And how much responsi¬ 
bility should a bar owner take 
for shaping the kind of clien¬ 
tele that will come in and 
help turn a profit? What re¬ 
sponsibility do we, as individ¬ 
uals, have to listen to the 
wishes of others trying to 
achieve a particular kind of 
environment in what is, es¬ 
sentially, public space? 

When Tommy Lee took 
over, he contended he was go- 
J ing to leave the bar as it was, 


and he made no suggestion 
that he hoped to reshape the 
mix. He did not close down 
and butch the place up with 
pictures of men, or rename it 
The Toolbox or Desert 
Storm. He closed down 
briefly to clean and paint, and 
when the bar reopened as 
The Cafe, it seemed like we 
all were picking up where 
we’d left off. 

A shift in the mix may be 
occurring at The Cafe, partic¬ 
ularly on weekends. What is 
it about the feel of The Cafe 
that makes men want to join 
in? Is it the company of wom¬ 
en, a different kind of cruis¬ 
ing, the types of music, the 
beer selection, the pool ta¬ 
bles? 

Because they have the op¬ 
tion of all sorts of bars where 
they can be in male company, 

I assume that men who do pa¬ 
tronize The Cafe do so, not to 
run the women out, but to 
join them. Compared to the 
men who choose “the only 
mixed bar in the Castro,” 
however, women have a far 
more limited choice. We can’t 
say to ourselves “Is this a 
night for a women’s bar in 
the Castro or a mixed bar?” 
There simply are no women’s 
bars in the neighborhood. 

Would I try to mandate 
women only? No way. Do I 
want a sign on the door? 
Nope, certainly not. Have I 
ever gone to The Cafe with 
men? Yes, of course. Would I 
ever ask a man to leave? Ab¬ 
solutely not. 

I would like, however, for 
men to look, note the num¬ 
bers, and decide on their own 
whether they are “taking 
over” what little space wom¬ 
en try to call their own in the 
Castro. And, if they are, then 
they might want to consider 
the good it would do for our 
sense of community to choose 
not to be part of such a 
takeover. 

I’m frightened that in the 
efforts to eliminate the barri¬ 
ers that divide us, some peo¬ 
ple are quickest to criticize 
the individuals who make the 
greatest effort to cross bound¬ 
aries, while leaving alone the 
folks who make no effort at 
all. Again and again, the pat¬ 
tern repeats itself: those who 
serve, perhaps imperfectly, 
are targets of attack more of¬ 
ten than those who remain 
perfectly entrenched in their 
own kind of separatism. ▼

Sexism and Homophobia: 
NOW Conference Raises Issues 



The convention provided 32 workshop sessions, including "The History of Lesbian Rights," 
in which septuagenarian San Franciscans Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon reminisced about the 
early fight for lesbian representation in NOW, by forming the first lesbian caucus in 1973.

Some participants at the 
annual NOW conference in 
San Francisco last weekend 
were more vocal than ever 
about sexism in the gay com¬ 
munity, occasionally revealing 
homophobia that exists in the 
feminist community, as well. 

The apex of the mutual 
distrust was probably reached 
during a conference entitled 
“Politics of Lesbian Rights 
(Part I): Attack From the 
Right.” During that confer¬ 
ence, which was supposed to 
examine how lesbians contin¬ 
ue to be persecuted by the 
right wing in the United 
States, NOW member Judy 
Corbisierd openly said of gay 
men they are “hard to work 
with” and “obnoxious.” 

After briefly returning to 
the discussion of fundamen¬ 
talist Christians, Corbisierd 
went back to sharing her ex¬ 
periences working with gay 
males. 

“Gay men said I didn’t fit 
the image [to co-lead a grass¬ 
roots campaign for lesbian/ 
gay rights],” she complained. 
“It had to do with the way I 
dressed and my [large] size.” 

When the B.A.R. asked 
Corbisierd what she thinks 
gay males expect lesbian lead¬ 
ers to look like, she said, 
“Skinny, long-haired, sort of 
like Ru Paul.” 

“The Vogue woman,” an 
audience member added. 

Similarly, after always out¬ 
spoken Ms. magazine editor 
Robin Morgan delivered a 
strong speech, and a long line 
of fans waited for her to sign 
her latest book, The Word of 
a Woman: Feminist Dispatch¬ 
es, she told the B.A.R. that 
there are “a great many” falla¬ 
cies today about feminism 
among the gay male commu¬ 
nity. 

“I don’t think that men, 
straight or gay, unfortunately, 
have done their homework on 


what it is women really 
want,” she said. “Lesbian 
woman have suffered tremen¬ 
dous discrimination by some 
.straight homophobic women 
[but] still, lesbian women’s 
sexuality, ironically, has much 
more in common with hetero¬ 
sexual women than [with] gay 
men. It’s much more affec¬ 
tionate and much more 
longterm. 

“I wish — maybe some of 
our gay brothers have done 
their homework, but by in 
large I’m afraid, not enough.” 

She suggested if gay men 
are interested in helping fem¬ 
inism move along, there are 
“very specific ways: like do¬ 
ing child care while women 
march. Like examining how 
come many women — mostly, 
but not exclusively, lesbian 
women — have had our lives 
and our bodies on the line in 
terms of marches [for] fund¬ 
ing and research for HIV/ 
AIDS, but we don’t see gay 
men in comparable numbers 
marching when it’s an issue 
of — for example — battery, or 
sexual harassment, or what 
are the so-called ‘women’s is¬ 
sues.’ We want to see the 
same numbers coming back, 
okay?” 

Brown, Pelosi as speakers 

The most celebrated 
speaker at the conference was 
state gubernatorial candidate 
Kathleen Brown. NOW Pres¬ 
ident Patricia Ireland, state¬ 
wide NOW Coordinator Eliz¬ 
abeth Toledo, and many oth¬ 
er feminists gathered to wel¬ 
come her, a huge campaign 
bus blared its horn as excited, 
cheering women waved their 
round, purple NOW signs, 
and Anita Rufus — “the god-' 
dess of political correctness” 
of KPSI radio in Palm 
Springs — predicted Brown 
will be the “next Governor of 
California; Wilson does not 
have a party that’s united 



with him.” 

With that prediction in 
mind, the B.A.R. asked 
Brown about her latest in¬ 
volvement with the domestic 
partner issue introduced by 
Assemblymember Richard 
Katz, an issue of great con¬ 
cern to the gay and lesbian 
community. 

“I am supportive of the 
Richard Katz position,” she 
responded. 

Other featured speakers in¬ 
cluded Congressmember Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi, who told the B.A.R. 
her commitment to the les- 
bian/gay community “is ongo¬ 
ing.” 

“It’s to end gender discrim¬ 
ination, to fight for more 
funding for AIDS research, 
care and prevention and to 
empower the gay and lesbian 
— and the entire transgender, 
transsexual, bisexual — com¬ 
munity,” she said. 

“She’s [Pelosi] been there 
from the beginning for queer 
rights, working towards ulti¬ 
mate fairness,” said Deborah 
Oakley-Melvin, editor of 
Dykespeak. “She is a strong 
straight woman who puts 
more stress on gay/lesbian is¬ 
sues than [members of our 
own] community.” 

One topic of some discus¬ 
sion was the alleged Clinton/ 
Paula Jones love affair, espe¬ 
cially after right wing leaders 
offered to “help” feminists 
stop sexism by having Clin¬ 
ton impeached. 

“Impeach him? For what?” 
asked radio announcer Rufus. 
“The time frame’s run out to 
claim sexual harassment.” 
She dismissed any compar¬ 
isons to other well-known ha¬ 
rassment cases, saying of 
Jones and the right wing mag¬ 
azine that first broke the alle¬ 
gations, “The American Spec¬ 
tator publically blackmailed 
her to come forward — and 
are trying to buy into their 
own image of us.” 

The convention also 
featured a stage show, live 
music, a dance, workshops, 
and exhibits selling every¬ 
thing from “Jesus is a liberal” 
buttons to books filled with 
pictures of large nude wom¬ 
en. However, sales were slow. 

“These feminists don’t buy 
a thing,” groaned a hat sales¬ 
person. 

“We’re feminists, we work 
for places that don’t pay too 
much,” responded Planned 
Parenthood worker Jennifer 
Coburn, chapter president of 
San Diego NOW. 

The convention ended af¬ 
ter passing resolutions to be 
forwarded for consideration 
by NOW headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. T

Cal AIDS Riders Come Home

Thousands of people 
jammed onto the closed-off 
street between Santa Monica 
Boulevard and Melrose in 
West Hollywood Saturday, 
May 7. The throng laughed to 
Lea Delaria and cheered the 
songs of Katy Sagal and Nell 
Carter, as they waited for 
their loved ones to come 
home from the 500-mile, 7-day 
long Tanqueray California 
AIDS Ride. 

But a hush fell upon the 
crowd as the announcer asked 
them to move aside and make 
way for the lead bike. The 
bike was riderless, held up by 
two people with AIDS, two 
AIDS workers, and the par¬ 
ents of Jeffrey Goodman, in 
whose honor the HIV Special 
Clinic at the Los Angeles Gay 
& Lesbian Community Ser¬ 
vices Center is named. “Who 
do you see riding that bike?” 
the announcer asked. 

Tears streamed down 
singer Melissa Etheridge’s 
cheeks as she then asked for a 
moment of silence. “Let us re¬ 
solve that those who’ve died 
should not have died in vain. 
And let us commit ourselves 
to do everything in our power 
to help those” who are infect¬ 
ed, she said, as the 500 worn- 
out but triumphant riders 
dressed in the colors of the 
Rainbow Flag rode slowly to¬ 
ward the stage. 

“You made it,” yelled Lori 


Jean, the Center’s executive 
director, signaling the time 
for celebration. Whoops and 
cheers, signs and balloons 
filled the air. “And you look 
just fabulous.” The weary rid¬ 
ers who’d just endured a long 
downpour laughed and cried 
with relief and appreciation at 
the irony. They felt fabulous. 

The media and throng 
were then suddenly surprised 
and thrilled as Jean an¬ 
nounced that L.A. Mayor 
Richard Riordan and his girl¬ 
friend Nancy Daly had not 
only ridden the last 70 miles, 
but were personally giving 
The Center a $10,000 check to 
add to the $1.3 million the 
riders raised for The Center’s 
Jeffrey Goodman Clinic. 

Riordan thanked the riders 
for letting him be “part of a 
great event” and said that 
“AIDS touches everyone,” 
noting that he too has lost 
family (a nephew) and friends 
to AIDS. 

But it was California AIDS 
Ride founder Dan Pallotta 
who really roused the riders. 
Greeted by a chorus of “No 
Jokes! No Jokes!” after his 
endless stream of bad jokes 
during the grueling ride, he 
laughed and then moved the 
crowd to tears. 

“I am absolutely humbled 
by you,” he said. “I have a 
treasure chest of memories 
from this event. ... This was a 
project about human caring” 
— not only compassion for 


people with HIV, but also for 
one another on the ride. 

The Ride raised more than 
money, Pallotta said. It creat¬ 
ed “an opening, an awaken¬ 
ing, a new direction [about] 
what is possible and what is 
impossible” in the hearts of 
the riders, the supporters, and 
those who watched and 
cheered along the way. The 
mind, he said, limits “us to 
what is convenient” but what 
the riders have learned is that 
“the painful is not impossi¬ 
ble.” 

He likened the long fight 
against AIDS to the persis¬ 
tence of the riders, particular¬ 
ly those with AIDS who 
could have quit “and we 
would have understood” — 
and then to the kind of com¬ 
mitment it took black South 
Africans to gain their inde¬ 
pendence. 

But, Pallotta said, “we 
can’t take glory and respite” 
with so many loved ones 
dead and dying of AIDS. “We 
are alive. Our mission isn’t 
complete. We have to look at 
the things that scare us and 
mark the path to the place we 
want to be. This is the end of 
nothing. We will do it again 
next year. We will peddle and 
climb those hills and face the 
wind as long as our friends 
and loved ones are dying of 
AIDS. The question is: What 
do we do now?”T 


Gay-Positive Candidate To 

Challenge Homophobe Pombo

SACRAMENTO - San 
Joaquin Valley gays and les¬ 
bians have a congressional 
candidate in the 11th District 
who is a strong challenger to 
radical right wing freshman 
Richard Pombo. Randy Per¬ 
ry, with 11 years of legislative 
experience as a lobbyist for 
the Peace Officers Research 
Association of California (PO- 
RAC), is a confident, decisive 
candidate for the important 
congressional seat. 

Perry combines his law en¬ 
forcement with progressive 
views on labor, AIDS, and 
gay/lesbian issues. He has at¬ 
tended numerous AIDS con¬ 
ferences, drafted the first pro¬ 
posal for AIDS and the Emer¬ 
gency Worker, and initiated 
the first workshops and 
videos on AIDS, Law En¬ 
forcement, and the Emergen¬ 
cy Worker. 

Although he is open to 
suggestion and is eager to lis¬ 
ten and learn, in most matters 
Perry is decisive. “The 11th 
District needs a leader, some¬ 
one to knock fences down— 
not sit on them,” he says. He 
says his opponent straddles 
the fence on major issues, but 
the Christian Coalition is de¬ 
lighted with Pombo’s stances; 
contributors to the Pat Rob¬ 
ertson-led group are told 100 
percent of his voting on 11 
key issues matched the Coali¬ 
tion’s positions. 

Those included his votes to 
keep a ban against HIV-posi¬ 
tive immigrants; against lift¬ 
ing the ban against gay and 
lesbian servicemembers; for a 
ban against same-sex mar¬ 
riages in the District of 
Columbia; and for a 40 per¬ 
cent cut in the budgets of the 
National Endowment for the 


Humanities and the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 
Pombo has also voted against 
virtually every Clinton-backed 
economic bill that has come 
before him, including the eco¬ 
nomic stimulus package and 
Clinton’s five-year budget 
plan. 

Perry is clear on the rea¬ 
sons for his disenchantment 
with Pombo. “Voting no, as 
my opponent often does, is 
not the answer. When it 
comes to violence, the long 
term battle against crime, 
when it comes to education 
and to youthful offenders, to 
the protection of small busi¬ 
ness too many in California 
hear my opponent voting ‘no.’ 
It’s simply not the answer. 
Voting yes for California and 
for putting the country back 
on the right track is the right 
answer. And there are many 
people who agree with us and 
who don’t agree with Richard 
Pombo. 

“I feel I have a good 
chance to beat him,” Perry 
said, “even though I do have a 
primary battle to deal with 
first.” Michael Sprague, a 
Democrat who has never held 
office, is running against Per¬ 
ry in the primary. 

At PORAC, Perry repre¬ 
sents nearly 40,000 rank-and- 
file street cops and enjoys 
their support for his candida¬ 
cy. He adamantly supports 
a ban on assault weapons, 
saying, “Assault weapons 
were created to hunt people, 
not animals, and as such they 
have no place in our society.” 
He supports education poli¬ 
cies that will enhance the 
quality of schools, and a 
healthcare system that will as¬ 
sist senior citizens. “While my 
opponent has voted to cut 
Medicare for our seniors, I be¬ 
lieve seniors should be enti-

tied to the benefits they have 
earned and to a healthcare 
system that we can all turn to,” 
he said. 

Perry was born in the 
Delta town of Antioch and 
was graduated from CSU 
Chico with a degree in Polit¬ 
ical Science; he also holds a 
paralegal certificate. He and 
his wife Fran, a former ac¬ 
tress; daughter McKenna, two 
and a half; and son Maxwell, 
three months, live in Stock- 
ton. 

Perry points out that Pom¬ 
bo’s only legislative experience 
before his election to Congress 
consisted of nine months on 
the Tracy city council. “I know 
they’ll try to talk about me be¬ 
ing an “insider,” Perry says, 
“but I’ll put my experience and 
effectiveness up against that. 
I’ve carried bills for children, 
safety, cops, and seniors, as 
well as labor issues. I’ve ex¬ 
perienced the good and the 
bad, I’ve learned what works 
and what doesn’t in my 11 years 
of experience. And I know 
Pombo just doesn’t have it in¬ 
side him to be effective.”

The makers of Kraft and 
Nestle “food” products have 
refused to buy air time during 
TV programs that feature les¬ 
bian and gay themes. Kraft 
General Foods ordered their 
ad agency not to place any ads 
during the “lesbian kiss” 
episode of Roseanne (ABC, 
March 1). The Nestle company 
refused to sponsor the “gay 
wedding” episode of Northern 
Exposure (CBS, May 2). Ac¬ 
cording to Nestle spokesper¬ 
son Joyce Wolfe, the company 
avoids “program content 
which we consider to be high¬ 
ly controversial” or not “gener¬ 
ally acceptable.”

Lesbian Teachers Network 
With the Lesbian Teachers' Ne 


by Dan Woog 


The Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival is probably a 
fundy’s worst nightmare: each 
summer 9,000 women gather 
to make and listen to music, 
socialize, plan political action, 
re-energize their souls — and 
network, network, network. 

Because a significant num¬ 
ber of attendees are teachers, 
they have in recent years 
used the occasion to hook up 
in a loose confederation 
dubbed the Lesbian Teachers’ 
Network. The low-key organi¬ 
zation, whose main focuses 
are a newsletter and series of 
festival workshops, now 
boasts 600 members across 
North America and beyond. 
The mailing list is filled with 
teachers, counselors, and oth¬ 
er education-type women; 
there is very little organiza¬ 
tion or hierarchy, beyond a 
couple of directors and 15 or 
so “regional contacts,” but 
what it lacks in structure it 
makes up for in energy. 

In half a dozen years, the 
LTN has established itself as 
a vital, affirming group for 
hundreds of women. For 
some, it is their only profes¬ 
sional link with other lesbian 
teachers; for a few living and 
working in small towns or vil¬ 
lages, it is their only social 
outlet, period. 

“What women are looking 
for, basically, is support,” said 
organizer Judy Moxley, a high 
school teacher in the Mid¬ 
west. “We’re not a politically 
active organization; we’re just 
here for lesbian teachers. A 
lot of our members are very 
closeted; they teach in small, 
rural areas where they don’t 
feel safe. They want a connec¬ 
tion, and through us they’re 
able to get a lot of informa¬ 
tion they wouldn’t have ac¬ 
cess to otherwise.” The 
newsletter includes notices 
and reviews of publications 
the mainstream media — even 
other education journals — 
never mention; letters 
through which women share 
their personal experiences in 
and out of the classroom; and 
curricular ideas. The LTN is, 
one member said, “just like a 
big lesbian bulletin board.” 

One of the most active 
members is Mary-Ellen Nuz- 
zo. A therapeutic educator 
with the Connecticut Depart¬ 
ment of Children and Youth 
Services who teaches 14-18- 


year-old psychiatric inpatients 
at a large institution, she vol¬ 
unteers as one of the net¬ 
work’s regional contacts. 
Much of her gratification 
comes from “empowering les¬ 
bian teachers. Coming to 
terms with yourself leads out¬ 
ward, to dealing with the con¬ 
tradictions of your school sys¬ 
tem. Once a woman does 
that, she can use curriculum 
to reduce homophobia, or 
even be in the forefront of 
her district, helping make pol¬ 
icy. It’s not an easy process, 
but once you start building al¬ 
liances, a lot can happen.” 
However, she warned, al¬ 
liance-building can also be 
slow: “Some people are able 
to find just one confidante a 
year in their school.” 

The degree to which a 
teacher is out often depends 
on how long she has been 
teaching — in an inverse way. 
“We see student teachers al¬ 
ready grappling with the is¬ 
sue, wondering whether to 
ask in interviews about the 
district’s policy on lesbian 
teachers and domestic bene¬ 
fits,” Ms. Nuzzo said. “Then 
at the other end are women 
nearing retirement, who vow 
to themselves they’ll come 
out to at least one person be¬ 
fore they leave. And that’s a 
very big step for them.” 

Personally, she said, “Con¬ 
necticut has made it easy for 
me. My union has fought 
hard to make inclusion a real¬ 
ity, and the state has a hate 
crimes bill. Of course, I know 
people in every state don’t en¬ 
joy what I have, and I hear 
the horror stories all the 
time.” One recent tragedy: a 
veteran high school math 
teacher who came out was 
the immediate target of a full- 
fledged effort to force her out 
of her job —with a loss of ben¬ 
efits — by people who felt it 
was inappropriate for a math 
teacher to also be a lesbian. 

“Letters were put in her 
files, and she really had to de¬ 
fend herself as to why she 
should be allowed to continue 
teaching. There’s no way she 
should have had to expend all 
that energy and emotion on 
something so basic,” Nuzzo 
said. 

Women hear about the 
LTN in a variety of ways: 
through an ad in the Lesbian 
Connection national publica¬ 
tion; via festival workshops, 
and by word of mouth. Each

Police report that four of 
the students were chased by 
police as they attempted to 
evade capture in a pickup 
truck, and that three others 
tried to flee the scene on foot 
but were caught. 

Only one student has apol¬ 
ogized for the incident — 
which he said was not anti¬ 
gay, but “a foolish act.” 

According to Neimeyer, 
police citations in the inci¬ 
dent have been voided by the 
Santa Clara County District 
Attorney’s office, and it re¬ 
mains the decision of Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Margo 
Smith whether the athletes 
will be charged with felonies. 

Stanford Athletic Director 
Ted Leland was unavailable 
for comment, but has con¬ 
demned the vandalism and 


said the students would be 
asked to seek sensitivity 
training around the “diversity 
of lifestyles.” 

The sculpture — depicting 
two standing gay men and 
two lesbians on a park bench 
— was marred with black 
spray paint in the attack, and 
a bench was wedged between 
the two figures of gay men. 

Stanford administration of¬ 
ficials were unavailable for 
comment at press time or to 
confirm whether the students 
were members of fraternities, 
and there is no confirmation 
whether the university plans 
to suspend or expel them, re¬ 
gardless of whether criminal 
charges are brought. 

The number for the cam¬ 
pus Gay Lesbian and Bisexu¬ 
al Community Center was out 
of order according to campus 
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officials, and D. Troy Gilbert, 
the group’s campus advisor, 
was also unavailable for com¬ 


ment.

woman, said Nuzzo, is “in a 
different stage of ‘outage.’ 
One woman called us who 
wasn’t out to a soul — not in 
her community and not in her 
workplace, which was many 
miles away. Her connection 
with the LTN, and at an occa¬ 
sional festival, constitutes her 
entire connection with the les¬ 
bian community. And I don’t 
think that’s unusual in the 
Bible Belt either, or some 
parts of the Midwest.” 

The women’s festivals are 
an important part of what 
the LTN offers its members. 
The organization runs three 
types of workshops: mini-ses¬ 
sions, lasting two or two-and- 
a-half hours, where teachers 
network and share anecdotes; 
half-day sessions, devoted to 
specific topics, and day-long 
sessions. The latter are inten¬ 
sive; they deal with such top¬ 
ics as curriculum planning 
and dealing with school board 
homophobia that have broad 
ramifications and cannot be 
covered in less than a full 
day. 

Average workshop atten¬ 
dance is 25-30 women, al¬ 
though up to 50 have come to 
certain daylong sessions. The 
reactions, Ms. Nuzzo noted, 
range from “Oh my God, I 
can’t believe this exists!” to 
“It’s about time you started 
talking about this subject.” Al¬ 
though the LTN currently 
sponsors workshops only at 
the Michigan Womyn’s Festi¬ 


val, discussions are underway 
to offer them at other wom¬ 
en’s gatherings around the 
country. “There are dozens of 
local festivals,” she remarked. 
“The more we get to, the 
more women we can connect 
with.” 

Why is there a need for an 
organization devoted solely to 
lesbian teachers? Ms. Nuzzo 
paused, then said, “That’s a 
good question. I don’t really 
know. If anything, I think 
[gay] men teachers probably 
have it harder than women — 
the ‘recruitment’ charges 
probably hit them harder. 
The basic issues are pretty 
much the same for [gay] men 
and women: we want to feel 
safe, not get harassed, we 
want inclusion with the rest 
of the faculty, and we want to 
varying degrees to be role 
models for our students. I 
guess what it comes down to 
is that we started as an out¬ 
growth of a women’s festival, 
and we’ve just stayed that 
way.” 

Her reasons for remaining 
involved have changed over 
the years, she noted. “At the 
beginning I think it was more 
personal,” she said. “I got a 
lot of reinforcement from the 
network for what I knew was 
right. I wasn’t very out then — 
just to a few faculty members 
— and the LTN gave me the 
courage, the additional ego 
strength, to use the system as 
a friend, not a foe. So eventu¬ 
ally I was able to come out to 
all my coworkers and admin¬ 
istrators. 

“As I worked through 
these issues,” she continued, 
“I was able to move on and 
take on other responsibilities, 
for other people. That was 
very empowering. Now I do a 
lot of work face-to-face, and a 
lot of letter writing and 
phone calls. I enjoy being able 
to help other lesbian teachers. 
For some women, contact 
with us may be only in 
brown, unmarked envelopes — 
but it’s contact, and that’s 
what’s important. 

“We’re not a radical, in- 
your-face group,” Ms. Nuzzo 
emphasized. “We love kids, 
but we also are people who 
have to earn paychecks, and 
we don’t encourage people to 
be reckless. If a member is in 
a district where there’s prece¬ 
dent to be fired for moral is¬ 
sues, we tell them to be very 
careful about who they take 
on as a confidante. But then 
there’s the feedback — the 
women who say, ‘I’m so glad 
you’re there,’ or ‘It’s so great 
just to have the phone num¬ 
ber of someone to talk to’ — 
and that just sort of makes it 
all worthwhile.” T

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HIV Protease Inhibitors 
Make Their Bay Area Debut

A new class of inhibitors 
of HIV replication, protease 
inhibitors, are finally finding 
their way into the clinic after 
several years of laboratory de¬ 
velopment. Both AIDS ac¬ 
tivists and biotech companies 
are expressing guarded opti¬ 
mism that this new class of 
drugs could represent a major 
leap forward in fighting HIV 
infection and disease progres¬ 
sion. 

One large Phase III clinical 
trial, of Roche’s protease in¬ 
hibitor Ro 31-8959, has al¬ 
ready been launched in the 
Bay Area, another is sched¬ 
uled to begin later in 1994, 
and other protease inhibitors 
are being tested at Southern 
California clinics and across 
the U.S. 

How they work 

Unlike front line drugs 
used to fight HIV infection — 
reverse transcriptase (RT) in¬ 
hibitors AZT and ddC - HIV 
protease inhibitors act later in 
the viral replication cycle, 
blocking assembly of viral 
protein components into a 
functional infectious unit. 
HIV protease cuts the gargan¬ 
tuan HIV “polyproteins,” gp55 
and gpl60, into smaller pro¬ 
teins necessary for viral func¬ 
tion by cleaving the precursor 
polyproteins at several specif¬ 
ic sites. A slew of smaller 
proteins, including p24, other 
viral core proteins, and re¬ 
verse transcriptase are pro¬ 
duced. Protease inhibitors 
block cleavage of the precur¬ 
sor polyproteins into these es¬ 
sential viral components; gp55 
and gpl60, uncleaved, are in¬ 
ert and insignificant, so new 
infectious virus particles are 
not produced. 

Protease inhibitors may be 
a new class of drugs as block¬ 
ers of HIV replication and as¬ 
sembly, but their therapeutic 
value has not been lost in oth¬ 
er areas of drug development. 
The hugely successful anti-hy¬ 
pertension drugs, captopril 
and zofenopril, are protease 
inhibitors. In fact, the finan¬ 
cial rewards associated with 
those drugs, as well as the un¬ 
canny structural and function¬ 
al similarity between HIV-1 
protease and renin, a protease 
involved in regulating blood 
pressure, probably prodded 
industry chiefs into develop¬ 
ing the HIV protease in¬ 
hibitors. The transfer of 
knowledge and development 
of renin inhibitors has un¬ 
doubtedly accelerated the de¬ 
sign of HIV-1 protease in¬ 
hibitors. 


Synergistic action 

One of the most significant 
observations made about pro¬ 
tease inhibitors — specifically 
Ro 31-8959 — in laboratory ex¬ 
periments is that their benefi¬ 
cial action is synergistic with 
reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors like AZT and ddC (V. 
Johnson and others, Journal 
of Infectious Diseases 166: 
1143-1146 [1992]). What that 
means is that the concentra¬ 
tion of RT inhibitors, known 
for their toxic side effects, 
may be lowered below the 
toxic dose, without reducing 
the therapeutic value of the 
drug. 

Another important compo¬ 
nent of protease inhibitors’ 


therapeutic action is that they 
have effective anti-HIV activ¬ 
ity in chronically -infected 
cells; AZT is not effective 
against HIV integrated into 
the DNA of human cells (M.S. 
Smith and others, Journal of 
Virology 61: 3769-3773 
[1987]), only virus particles 
that actively infect new cells. 
Thus, by using a reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitor and a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor in combina¬ 
tion, a wider spectrum of HIV 
targets is reached. 

Drug resistance 

One of the most distressing 
problems in using reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors is the 
rapid onset of drug resistance. 
Drug resistance is thought to 
reduce the therapeutic effica¬ 
cy of a drug, and may hasten 
the onset of disease progres¬ 
sion if the individual does not 
switch to another RT in¬ 
hibitor. What is important 
about protease inhibitors is 
that they act at a target differ¬ 
ent from that of RT in¬ 
hibitors, so even in the event 
of resistance to the later drug, 
the beneficial effect of the 
protease inhibitor will still oc¬ 
cur. 

Are protease inhibitors 
vulnerable to drug resistance? 
In some cases the answer is 
yes, but not always. A study 
of drug resistance against sev¬ 
eral protease inhibitors in lab¬ 
oratory tests proved that not 
all of them are susceptible to 
this phenomenon. A77003, a 
protease inhibitor, in laborato¬ 
ry tests proved that not all of 
them are susceptible to this 
phenomenon. A77003, devel¬ 
oped by Abbott Labs, was 
shown to have strong antivi¬ 
ral effects in animal studies, 
but Wets susceptible to rapid 
development of drug resis¬ 
tance in laboratory tests (D. 
Ho and others, Journal of Vi¬ 
rology 68: 2016-2020 [1994]). 
In contrast, this did not occur 
with Ro31-8959, or a Merck 
drug not yet in clinical trials, 
L-689,502. What is especially 


encouraging is that even with 
mutation of amino acids in 
the “drug binding pocket” of 
HIV-1 protease, the efficacy of 
Ro 31-8959 was not separated 
from the efficiency of the en¬ 
zyme in cleaving the polypro¬ 
tein precursors. In other 
words, even if an amino acid 
mutation of the enzyme re¬ 
duced the blocking activity of 
the drug, it also adversely af¬ 
fected the ability of the en¬ 
zyme to cleave the precursors 
(V. Sardana and others, Bio¬ 
chemistry 33: 2004-2010 

[1993]). 

Consequently, immature, 
noninfectious viral particles— 
rather than fully developed, 
infectious virions — were 
formed. It’s still to early to 
tell whether these observa¬ 
tions can be extended to the 
clinical setting. 

Clinical trials 

According to the phone 
reps at the Project Inform 
Hotline, a Phase III clinical 
trial of Ro 31-8959 in conjunc¬ 
tion with ddC is underway c 
the Davies Medical Center 
HIV Institute. The trial is 
open to individuals with 
CD4+ counts between 50-200 
who have experienced ad¬ 
verse side effects or drug re¬ 
sistance to AZT. The trial is 
part of a multi-site trial which 
will involve 900 individuals. 

Also slated to begin soon 
at Davies Medical Center is a 
Ro 31-8959 plus AZT clinical 
trial for individuals who have 
not undergone treatment with 
either drug. This multisite 
Phase III trial is expected to 
involve 1,800 individuals. 

Ongoing clinical trials for 
two other protease inhibitors, 
A-84538, sponsored by Abbott 
Laboratories, and L-735,524, 
sponsored by Merck, are also 
occurring in the U.S., but spe¬ 
cific sites in the Bay Area 
have not been slated.

Nets $ 60 K for ArtAIDS

PORTLAND - Director 
Gus Van Sant Jr. and author 
Tom Robbins were present at 
the Portland premiere of 
Even Cowgirls Get The 
Blues, which was a $60-a-tick- 
et fundraising event for Art 
AIDS. The amount raised, 
$15,000, was matched by a 
triple-matched-donation from 
AmFAR, bringing the total 
amount to $60,000. 

Gathered at the catered re¬ 
ception at the Oregon Histor¬ 
ical Society were about 480 
people including gays/les¬ 
bians, local politicians, film 
buffs, students, as well as a 
coterie of Oregon movers and 
shakers. Afterwards, the 
crowd moved across the 
street to the Northwest Film 
Center at the Portland Art 
Museum for the premiere 
screening. 

The Oregon Historical So¬ 
ciety reception rooms were 
decorated in western ranch 
style, to match the theme of 
the movie, including western 
clothes hanging from the ceil¬ 
ing, wagon wheels, large 
hitchhiking thumbs, whoop¬ 
ing cranes and miniature hay 
bales. 

Of his film, Van Sant said 
that “you never see women 
being themselves in films 
these days. They are either 
saintly crusaders for femi¬ 
nism or they are being objec¬ 
tified by men. This is a film 
about women living their 
lives, the good and the bad, as 
women do.” 

Robbins said he had want¬ 
ed Van Sant to direct the film 
version for years. “I was abso¬ 
lutely delighted because I had 
seen Drugstore Cowboy and 
realized that this man is a 
real artist,” Robbins said. “It’s 
really a compliment to the 
book and a compliment to 
Gus’s talent that he can make 
artistic changes that work.” 

The “Cowgirls” cast — not 
present at the event — in¬ 
cludes John Hurt, Uma Thur¬ 
man, Rain Phoenix [sister of 
the late River Phoenix] and 
Angie Dickinson, with lots of 
cameos and bit parts — by 
William Burroughs, Ken Ke- 
sey, Roseanne Arnold, Buck 
Henry, popular local TV 
pitchman Tom Peterson, and 
others. 

The movie has not general¬ 
ly received good reviews, and 
was delayed from a planned 
November 1993 premiere to 
undergo extensive re-editing. 
Ira Deutchman, president of 
Fine Line Features, said 
“when Gus asked for that 
time, we felt we had to give it 
to him, even though we knew 
the film would be superficial¬ 
ly branded by it.” 

ArtAIDS was formed in 
1987 by a coalition of Port¬ 
land gallery owners as a com¬ 
munity project of the Re¬ 
search and Education Group.

Steffan, a third-year law 
student at the University of 
Connecticut, resigned under 
pressure from the Annapolis 
Naval Academy in 1987, six 
weeks before he was set to 
graduate in the top ten per¬ 
cent of his class. 

A three-judge circuit court 
of appeals panel ruled last 
November that the Navy’s 
ban on outfront homosexuals 
was biased, served no legiti¬ 
mate purpose, and violated 
equal protections clauses of 
the U.S. Constitution. 

The Clinton administration 
appealed the decision last De¬ 
cember, saying that the court 
erred and exceeded its au¬ 
thority when it ordered the 
Pentagon to commission Stef¬ 
fan because the judges found 
not a “scintilla of misconduct” 
even though Steffan acknowl¬ 
edged he was gay. 

The matter is being re¬ 
heard by the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 

According to oral argu¬ 
ments before the court, the 
government argued that Stef¬ 
fan could have remained a 
midshipman if if had been 
able to prove that he never in¬ 
tended to engage in homosex¬ 
ual acts, but said the govern¬ 
ment presumes that someone 
who publicly states they are 
homosexual will likely act on 
the sexual feelings. 

Steffan’s attorney Marc 
Wolinsky rejected the govern¬ 
ment’s argument, saying that 
Steffan was tossed out of the 
Navy because of his status, 
and not because of his con¬ 
duct. 

Homophobes respond 

Following arguments be¬ 
fore the court, the Family Re¬ 
search Council, headed by 
Gary Bauer, a right wing ho¬ 
mophobe and former Reagan

White House aide, blasted the 
Clinton administration for 
“once again underarguing a 
homosexual military case.” 

Retired Army Lieutenant 
Colonel Robert Macginnis, a 
FRC policy analyst, blasted 
Justice Department Attorney 
Marc Levy, saying that Levy 
failed to explain to the court 
that in Steffan’s original 1991 
case he refused to answer 
whether he had engaged in 
homosexual behavior, or why 
he had been tested three 
times for HIV after he left the 
service in 1987. 

Macginnis said that Levy’s 
oral arguments proved “he 
didn’t know that thousands of 
homosexual cases were exam¬ 
ined by the Pentagon and 
these cases clearly show that 
homosexuals damage morale 
and unit cohesion.” 

Macginnis also said that 
the anti-gay FRC hoped the 
judges who heard the panel 
“would be able to clarify the 
principle that the military un¬ 
derstands — homosexuals cre¬ 
ate problems for good order 
and discipline in the armed 
services.” ▼ 


Lesbians' Child Abuse 
Convictions Reversed

SAN FRANCISCO - On 
Tuesday, May 17, a federal 
appeals court overturned the 
child abuse convictions of a 
lesbian couple imprisoned 
over-the death of the young 
daughter of one of the wom¬ 
en in Las Vegas in 1984. 

The U.S. 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled unanimously 
that prosecutors did not have 
enough evidence to prove 
that Georganna Lagen and 
Paula Martineau improperly 
delayed calling for medical 
help after Lagen’s 27-month- 
old daughter, Michelle, went 
into cardiac arrest. 

The women had been serv¬ 
ing 20-year prison sentences 
for child abuse in the death of 
Michelle, who they claimed 
did not appear injured until 
she experienced difficulties 
breathing and began foaming 
at the mouth on the evening 
of July 19, 1984. 


Michelle had no pulse by 
the time paramedics arrived 
and was brain dead when 
reached the hospital. She died 
a few days later. 

Lagen, who was an officer 
at Nellis Air Force Base, and 
Martineau were also convict¬ 
ed of involuntary manslaugh¬ 
ter and sentenced to six addi¬ 
tional years in prison, but the 
Nevada Supreme Court re¬ 
versed the additional convic¬ 
tions on the basis of insuffi¬ 
cient evidence in 1989. 

The appeals court said ev¬ 
idence that the women de¬ 
layed calling paramedics was 
likewise insufficient to sup¬ 
port the abuse convictions. 

The court said the couple’s 
assertion that they did every¬ 
thing they could once they re¬ 
alized Michelle was injured 
had not been disproved either 
by other witnesses or by med¬ 
ical evidence, which was in¬ 
conclusive about the cause of 
the girl’s death. ▼

Chris Cutter, News 
Reporter, Dies at 52

Veteran San Francisco re¬ 
porter Chris Cutter died at 
Ralph K. Davies Hospital on 
Monday, May 9, after a six- 
month long battle with cancer 
of the colon. 

The 52-year-old San Fran¬ 
cisco native was a graduate of 
Town Hall School For boys, 
Lowell High School, and the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. 

Cutter, who won numer¬ 
ous awards throughout his 
distinguished career shared in 
Sigma Delta Chi Awards, giv¬ 
en earlier this year by the 
prestigious national Society 
For Professional Journalists, 
for spot-news coverage of the 
101 California Street mass 
shooting last July, broadcast 
on KCBS. 

Cutter was also distin¬ 
guished for his reporting on 
the 1989 Loma Prieta earth¬ 
quake, and is credited by 
KCBS producers as a major 
reason the station later won 
the Peabody Award and the 
Dupont Columbia Award for 
radio journalism. 

Cutter also received report¬ 
ing awards from the Associat¬ 
ed Press, The Radio-TV 
News Directors Association, 
and the Peninsula Press Club 
throughout his career. 

He returned to KCBS in 
1989 after leaving the station 
in 1986 for stints at KNEW 
and KSAN radio. 

Cutter was a news produc¬ 
er and editor at KGO-TV for 
ten years before he embarked 
on a career as a radio news 


editor, and later news re¬ 
porter. 

A former Peace Corps and 
Vista volunteer, Cutter was 
widely respected by his peers 
as an ace street reporter who 
had a clear grasp on what 
was newsworthy about a sto¬ 
ry, could quickly assess a 
complex news event and re¬ 
port the fact in a sensitive but 
straightforward manner. He 
will be remembered by his 
colleagues for his humor and 
his compassion. 

A funeral service was held 
on May 13 at Halsted N. 
Gray-Carew and English fu¬ 
neral home, with the Rev¬ 
erend Martin Skewes-Cox of¬ 
ficiating. Committal services 
at Holy Cross Cemetery in 
Colma were private. 

Cutter is survived by his 
parents, Dan and Edith Cut¬ 
ter of San Francisco.

Screening Study to Identify Qualified 
HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial 

Viagene, Inc. is conducting a screening study to evaluate and identify 40 qualified HIV-infected individuals for a 
separate Gene Therapy treatment study. 

The gene therapy trial is a "cutting edge" therapy that uses an immunotherapeutic vector [HIV-IT(V)] as a vehicle for 
carrying new genetic information into the cells in the body. Once in the body, these genes can trigger a series of 
steps to boost the immune system to better control HIV infection.

To qualify for 
the screening study, volunteers must have CD4 counts of 350 or greater and CD4 percent of 18% or greater. On 
subsequent testing, Human Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) type - a genetic marker on white blood cells indicating 
inherited immune characteristics - and Cytotoxic T-cell (CTL) activity will further determine eligibility for the proposed 
treatment study. The screening process will take place in four or more successive visits including blood draws over 
10 weeks.

What will life be without James, Valentine’s Day cards, clockwork-like birthday 
greetings, hearts, the color purple ... without the deep, baritoned rebuke that prodded 
us in the right direction and helped us

As soon as he found out he had intestinal 
cancer, James set about to prepare himself 
and others in his own characteristic, or¬ 
derly way. He told Jerry, his soulmate of 
six years, best friends Bill and Morene, and 
brother Phil and traveled to his birthplace 
in Kansas City, Missouri, to tell his mother 
Libby. Calls to his dearest friends were 
started, but many could not be completed 
before he died, just over two months after 
diagnosis. He died as his father had, before 
the age of 50. According to his wishes, he 
was cared for at home by his loved ones. 
He came to the city after years of search¬ 
ing for a place to call home. After his graduation from Lawrence University in Wisconsin 
in 1968, he moved to Boston and worked for seven years at the Theatre Co. of Boston, 
his first love. He then moved to New York and Detroit, and in each place developed 
a loyal cadre of friends. But it wasn’t until he arrived in San Francisco in 1981 that 
he truly found a city he could love.

In his last 
years, despite an ongoing battle with chronic fatigue, he discovered joy in finally coming 
to believe that he was worthy of the love of someone he loved and trusted. 

It was difficult for James to admit others could love him unconditionally, but we 
all did. It was difficult for him to let others touch him, but he always reached out to 
touch us. 

What will life be without “Sherman,” without Harper’s Index, fleurs, the New York 
Times crossword puzzle, without our honey bunny? We’ll have to learn. He took off 
ahead of us before our journeys together were over, and he only had time to show us 
the roads he would take. But then as James would always say, “The true test of char¬ 
acter is the grace with which we accept plan B.”

Misdirected Research? 


by Michael C. Botkin 

T he world of AIDS re¬ 
search seems overdue 
for a major shakeup. 
A year’s worth of bad 
results and seriously derailed 
research (i.e., the failure of 
many candidate vaccines to 
protect against “wild” strains 
of HIV) has left the traditional 
approaches to drug develop¬ 
ment and approval vulnerable 
to criticism. Even the New 
York Times recently asked if 
AIDS research has been on 
the wrong track, heralding a 
major scientific journal article 
making the same point. Sig¬ 
nificant shifts in the organiza¬ 
tion and funding of federal 
AIDS research have just been 
made, and it seems certain 
that big changes of some sort 
are in the pipeline. 

It’s hard to judge just what 
these will be because the ma¬ 
jor players are still being sort¬ 
ed out. The NIH research act, 
initiated by the Treatment 
Action Group (TAG) of New 
York, was passed last year. It 
centralizes the control of the 
National Institute of Health’s 


AIDS research money, taking 
it away from the subordinate 
institute directors and giving 
it instead to the director of 
the Office of AIDS Research 
to allocate. The idea is to “ra¬ 
tionalize” and organize the 
currently chaotic body of gov¬ 
ernment-funded studies, but it 
remains to be seen exactly 
which projects will be “ratio¬ 
nalized” out of existence. 

The Clinton administration 
appointed a slew of new peo¬ 
ple in the federal AIDS bu¬ 
reaucracy, and the net result 
has been to put “basic scien¬ 
tists” at the top of the heap. 
Some fear that this will pro¬ 
mote a focus on the basic bio¬ 
chemistry of HIV and its 
pathogenesis at the expense 
of clinical research and drug 
development. Scientifically 
it’s an appealing notion, but it 
could easily conceal a corre¬ 
sponding willingness to 
“write off’ those currently in¬ 
fected and focus on saving the 
next generation. For the cur¬ 
rent generation of PWAs, this 
is a chilling prospect. 

Aside from the changes in 
the existing system, several 
new structures have been ere- 
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ated by the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration, and their impact also 
remains to be seen. There is 
the new “AIDS czarina,” Ms. 
Gebbie, but her office is a 
purely advisory one which 
can make suggestions to the 
White House but controls no 
money. Then there’s the new 
Federal Drug Development 
Task Force, a collection of 
big-name scientists and ac¬ 
tivists. It’s unclear what its 
role will be (one member, 
when asked, admitted that he 
“had no idea and doesn’t 
know of anyone who does”), 
but it, too, controls no money. 
Assurances that it will “have 
access to the highest levels of 
power” don’t convince me of 
anything; I’d rather have di¬ 
rect control of the bucks than 
occasional opportunities to 
give Bill Clinton advice. 

Finally, the looming bulk 
of pending but undetermined 
health care reform casts a 
shadow of doubt over the 
whole arena. The major drug 
manufacturers are maneuver¬ 
ing, merging, and eating each 
other at an accelerating pace 
in anticipation of the coming 
changes. Insurers and health 
care providers are combining 
to prepare for the “managed 
care” system that seems to be 
emerging from the reform de¬ 
bate. The long-term payoffs of 
AIDS treatments are that 
much harder to calculate, and 
it seems likely that a lot of 
the money currently ear¬ 
marked for HIV-related ser¬ 
vices will be “folded back” 
into the reformed system. 
The cumulative effects of all 
these changes could be enor¬ 
mous, for better or worse. 

End of the road 

One depressing sign of the 
stagnant state of AIDS treat¬ 
ment research is the recent 
announcement of an “Inter¬ 
company Consortium” of 
pharmaceutical corporations 
to test combinations of 
mediocre drugs in the forlorn 
hope that if they’re mixed the 
right way, they’ll do some¬ 
thing. Corporate spin doctors 
are plugging this as a new era 


of cooperation, and speculate 
that it could lead to a “home 
run” treatment (a “home run” 
drug is defined as one that re¬ 
moves all visible traces of 
HIV from the bloodstream for 
a year and boosts T-cells to 
above 500 — no currently 
available treatment comes 
anywhere close to doing this). 
However, it looks more like a 
massive “salvage” trial where 
everyone gets to throw a basi¬ 
cally failed treatment into the 
pot to see if it does any good 
as part of a combo. 

Subjects in the consor¬ 
tium’s trial will get three 
drugs. The first will always 
be AZT. The next is a choice 
between the second-genera¬ 
tion nucleoside analogs, ddl 
and ddC. The third and last 
component of the combo is ei¬ 
ther 3TC, a marginal “nuke,” 
nevirapine (whose early suc¬ 
cess, reported at the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference, 
turned out to be due to a 
graduate student’s lab error) 
or saquinavir, a close cousin 
of nevirapine. The hope is 
that one of these three-way 
combos will overload HIV’s 
capacity to mutate into drug- 
resistant forms. The hype is 
that this cooperation between 
rival corporations represents 
a breakthrough in AIDS re¬ 
search. 

The hope is rather far¬ 
fetched: the optimum out¬ 
come of this complex trial is 
to come up with a moderate 
improvement on AZT’s per¬ 
formance. This would hardly 
count as a breakthrough. And 
the companies are willing to 
trust each other mostly be¬ 
cause the agents being inves¬ 
tigated probably aren’t worth 
much anyway. Anyone who 
wants to steal the formula for 
nevirapine is pretty much 
welcome to it. Far from signi¬ 
fying an advance or realign¬ 
ment, it marks the end of the 
road for an entire treatment 
and research strategy. 

Off the hook 

Everyone assumed that the 
Clinton administration would 


do more about AIDS than its 
predecessors. But in this, as in 
so many other things, the 
new crowd has preferred to 
“continue the Reagan-Bush 
approach.” Most specific 
promises, like the one to lift 
the immigration ban on 
HIVers, remain unfulfilled (al¬ 
though special waivers are be¬ 
ing issued to participants in 
the Gay Games). The hoped 
for improvement in general 
“leadership” has yet to mate¬ 
rialize. Creating a welter of 
advisory committees seems to 
obscure authority as much as 
it enhances it. The prolifera¬ 
tion of such groups is sup¬ 
posed to signify an increased 
concern about AIDS, but it’s 
hard to see any payoff yet. 

The absence of firm lead¬ 
ership, or even any solid hints 
on future federal research 
trends, leaves the field open 
and rather empty. A refocus¬ 
ing on “basic research” would 
take the top honchos off the 
hook, since it makes no short¬ 
term promises about new 
treatments. The plethora of 
new task forces and advisory 
boards offers all sorts of op¬ 
portunities for “input” but 
with no guarantees that this 
well-intentioned advice will 
lead to any significant out¬ 
comes. Left to their own de¬ 
vices, the major corporations 
seem content to fine-tune 
their mediocre but high-profit 
treatments. 

Counting on Clinton for 
leadership seems no more 
likely to pay off for HIVers 
than it has for, say, Haitians 
or Bosnians. But, like 
Haitians or Bosnians, we have 
few other options aside from 
what we can come up with on 
our own. The impact of all 
the current changes may not 
amount to anything more 
than new ways for the Fed to 
avoid taking responsibility for 
the failure to research or treat 
AIDS. They can’t cure it or 
come up with an approach 
that might eventually lead to 
a cure, but at least they’ll 
have much better excuses for 
the lack of results. ▼

said. 


The American Red Cross

goods, flashlights, and a radio 
— and to make sure, obvious¬ 
ly, that those supplies are in 
place before the quake. The 
best place to stay after a 
quake is in your home, close 
to your supplies.

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Warhol Rereleases, Van Sant Premiere 



S ix years after the rere¬ 
lease of Chelsea Girls, 
Blow Job and other 
films, Andy Warhol’s 
estate has uncorked a second 
series of long-out-of-circula¬ 
tion prints. Who knows how 
many gems remain stashed 
away, but if the new pictures 
are any indication, worthy 
discoveries are likely to pop 
up into the next century. 

Bike Boy (1967-68) carries 
Kenneth Anger’s obsessions 
in Scorpio Rising to feature- 
length fruition. The film 
starts with hunky Joe Spencer 
showering for a good ten min¬ 
utes, while Andy’s ever-prob¬ 
ing camera scours the motor¬ 
cyclist’s face and body. Self- 
consciousness, narcissism, vul¬ 
nerability, and boyish energy 
all flicker before Warhol’s 
voyeuristic camera. 

The sequence that follows 
appears to have been shot in 
the old Town Squire men’s 
store on Polk Street. It has to 
do with fashion, queerness 
and lust. At one point, 
Warhol takes to even giddier 
heights the scene from Mr. 
Deeds Goes to Town in 
which gay tailors fuss over 
Gary Cooper. 



Visual and verbal double 
entendres abound. The pre¬ 
sumably straight Mr. Spencer, 
who calls himself a “bikey,” 
declares himself “not preju¬ 
diced” and joins in the fun, 
teasing and arousing the sales 
clerks (and Andy as well, one 
supposes). Without being di¬ 
dactic in the least — in fact 
quite humorously — Warhol 
contemplates the allure that 
masculinity, specifically the 
biker image, holds for wom¬ 
en, gay men and bikers them¬ 
selves. 

After a scene of homo- 
tinged macho posturing by 
Spencer and another biker 
who, incongruously, sells 
flowers, the premise of the 
rest of the film is simple. 
Four women — Ingrid Super- 
star, Ann Wehrer, Brigid 
Polk and Viva — attempt to 
lure Spencer into bed. Each 
sequence is by turns inane, 
fascinating and boring. 

Bike Boy’s continuity is 
amusingly skewed. Over 
time, Spencer caught onto the 
hip NY crowd, but since 
Warhol shot the film out of 
order the biker is alternately 
savvy and naive, though al¬ 
ways inarticulate. 

Wehrer, present at a recent

Obsession 

by Steven Gaines and Sharon Churcher, Birch Lane Press, $22.50

I t’s too bad Calvin Klein 
isn’t dead — too bad for 
authors Steven Gaines 
and Sharon Churcher, 
whose new Klein biography, 
Obsession, reads like a 
National Enquirer feature. 
Gaines and Churcher deliver 
the goods foreshadowed in 


their subtitle ‘The Lives and 
Times of Calvin Klein,” but 
an abundance of pseudonyms 
and the lack of cooperation 
from those closest to Klein re¬ 
sult in a credibility problem 
that a posthumous memoir 
might avoid. If all those AIDS 
rumors (floated here and de¬ 
nied, once again) had pro¬ 
duced a corpse, looser

tongues and a limited poten¬ 
tial for libel might have led to 
a more compelling Obsession. 

In his previous biography, 
Halston: the Untold Story, 
author Steven Gaines proved 
himself capable of describing 
the warp and woof of the rag 
trade while spinning a good 
biographical yarn. His Hal¬ 
ston was a fascinating and 
tragic character, posthumous¬ 
ly presented with compassion 
and depth of understanding. 
With Obsession, Gaines gets 
hoisted by his own petard, 
but the problems that make 
this work an ultimately unsat¬ 
isfying read are complex and 
diverse. 

The Dish 

Calvin Klein’s basic per¬ 
sonality profile is so pre¬ 
dictable and stereotypically 
gay that almost any render¬ 
ing would be superfluous for 
a queer audience. Klein 
grows up neurotic in the 
Bronx, the golden child of a 
middle-class Jewish family. 
He is ostracized by his peers 
because of an unmanly obses¬ 
sion with fashion and design 
but, skinny and pock-marked, 
an insecure young Calvin 
goes on to attend New York’s 
Fashion Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy and works his way up the 
ladder of success. Sexually 
confused, Klein marries early 
for career reasons, fathers one 
daughter, then dumps the 
wife. Klein has phenomenal 
career success with little de¬ 
sign talent but exquisite taste; 
he enters the gay fast lane 
where he burns out on sex, 
drugs, and alcohol; he finally 
dries out in 1988 and he mar¬ 
ries once again because all his 
queer friends are dead or dy¬ 
ing and he has become disillu¬

sioned with his former life. 

Along the way, authors 
Gaines and Churcher drop 
handkerchiefs that midwest- 
ern matrons will pick up 
while queer readers yawn. 
Did you know that Klein’s 
mother gave him frequent en¬ 
emas for general medicinal 
purposes? Did you know he 
ended up in the hospital in 
1975 with hepatitis, after a 


summer-long sex romp on 
Fire Island? Were you aware 
that Klein was such a perfec¬ 
tionist that he rebuilt a 20-foot 
long staircase in his home in 
order to make it one inch 
wider, solely for aesthetic rea¬ 
sons? Did you realize that 
Klein, the marketing genius, 
had sex in public at Studio 54 
and elsewhere? Did you care? 

Dullsville 

Although the authors al¬ 
lege four years of research 
and over 1,000 interviews in 
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preparation for the publica¬ 
tion of Obsession, all the fac¬ 
toids can’t conceal the fact 
that their subject is a dullard. 
Succeeding in business while 
seemingly pretending to be 
heterosexual is not an original 
or compelling scenario. It’s 
difficult to portray a man who 
will only publicly confess to 
the pursuit of the banal with¬ 
out sinking to the level of 
your subject — and people 
who live a lie are ultimately 
boring. When the authors re¬ 
mark that Klein “is not some¬ 
body who touches people,” 
they refer to his disdain for 
public displays of affection; 
but taken metaphorically, this 
description has even greater 
relevance. And even though 
the authors aim to shock by 
dragging out some of Klein’s 
former male lovers and hired 
hustlers (giving them protec¬ 
tive pseudonyms) not one of 
them reveals just how big it is 
or what Klein likes to do with 
it. 

Attempts were made to 
block the publication of Ob¬ 
session, a campaign allegedly 
spearheaded by arch-queen ty¬ 
coons David Geffen and Bar¬ 
ry Diller. Obsession was 
bounced from publisher to 
publisher before Carol Pub¬ 
lishing Group finally agreed 
to send it to press, but this 
may reflect the quality of the 
manuscript more than any 
campaign mounted against it. 
What we have here is a mean- 
spirited, smarmy attempt at 
character assassination, filled- 
in with quotes from Klein 
and his inner circle that were 
culled from a variety of previ¬ 
ously published books, news¬ 
papers, and magazine articles. 
In addition, neither the au-

I n viewing a perfor¬ 
mance by the Joe Goode 
Performance Group, an 
audience can always 
count on one thing; There’s 
more to it than meets the eye.

ences to the shallowest ele¬ 
ments of pop culture.

now in pertormance at The¬ 
atre Artaud through May 
29th: the world premiere of 
Take/Place, Part 1 and a re¬ 
vised version of Goode’s 1993 
Convenience Boy, now titled 
The Convenience Series. 

Take/Place, for example, 
opens with a section in which 
dancers carry bare white 
branches — tied to their backs, 
held in their mouths — and 
move, sometimes whimper¬ 
ing, in what almost seems to 
be a struggle against their 
own bodies. 

When Goode enters, how¬ 
ever, he is dressed in comic 
Little Lord Fauntleroy drag: 
leggings and a white blouse 
with an enormous bow. 
Sporting the Cheshire Cat 
grin that he has made a trade¬ 
mark, Goode begins to nar¬ 
rate his “dark fairy tale — with 
some pain.” 

“If this body here is the 
only place we get,” Goode’s 
character declares, then he is 
determined to change his per¬ 
sonal truth. “I shall reside in 
the bosom of this happy 
room,” he insists, happy par¬ 
ents, never any conflict, eter¬ 
nally “happy, happy, happy.” 
(Goode’s monologue is amus¬ 
ing, but the hook is that we 
all know someone who has 
made the same grim project 
out of being happy.) 

And so begins 



Take/Place s exploration of 
where and how it is that we 
belong, or don’t belong, in the 
places where we find our¬ 
selves. 

Elsewhere, Miguel Gutier¬ 
rez appears as a kind of Lati¬ 
no Oscar Wilde, complete 
with foppish pink linen suit, a 
magenta beret, and a 
cigarette holder that he 
wields a la Dietrich. His 
monologue is a riff on the “in¬ 
sidious longing” embodied in 
the word “there.” (“It’s just so 
wonderful there” he intones 
by way of example. “When 
will we get there?”) As 
Gutierrez speaks, memories 
begin to intrude of “la finca” 
(the farm) where he grew up; 
he remembers “vacas, 
camiones, y espanol todo el 
tiempo.” 

As a whole, the monologue 
is a commentary, albeit a 
somewhat oblique one, on 
anyone who leaves home in 
order to take up a new life, 
but it has particular reso¬ 
nance for a lesbian and gay 
audience: We flock to cities 
like San Francisco so that we 
can “be who we are” — as the 
rhetoric goes — only to discov¬ 
er, after years, that we have 
left important parts of our¬ 
selves behind. The process of 
re-integration — of accounting 
for all our parts — is what 
Take/Place is about. 

But if Gutierrez’s perfor¬ 
mance in a speaking role is 
unnecessarily hammy, he is 
already showing himself — 
in this, his first season with 
Joe Goode — to be a talented 
and charismatic mover. 
Wayne Hazzard, too, is a de¬ 
light to watch, not solely for 
the visual trick that he plays 
whenever he dances, that big, 
thick body moving with a 
grace and precision that you 
wouldn’t have thought was 
possible. 

Sketched not drawn 

There are, however, prob¬ 
lems with both Take/Place 
and The Convenience Series, 
not the least of which is a cer¬ 
tain blurriness in the emotion¬ 
al landscape. We can identify 
the points Goode is trying to 
make, but only in their broad¬ 
est outlines. The specifics 
keep slipping out of focus as

image is heaped upon image, 
vignette upon vignette. Tak¬ 
en together, moreover, 
Take/Place and The Conve¬ 
nience Series explore so 
much the same territory (the 
inability to locate a home, the 
disappointment that life 
rarely delivers on its promis¬ 
es) that they might be two 
acts of a single piece. 

Elizabeth Burritt, for ex¬ 
ample, is outstanding in 
Take/Place as a mermaid 
whose witty, scathing mono¬ 
logue revolves around the fact 
that her life’s “sole purpose 
seems to be for others” (be-

hind her a chorus intones, 
“She’s not getting what she 
wants on the sandy bottom”). 
In Convenience Series, how¬ 
ever, Goode sends Burritt to 
travel virtually the same emo¬ 
tional ground — this time her 
character is a sort of mad 
housewife (imagine a cross 
between Glenn Close in Fatal 
Attraction and Wonder 
Woman) who decorates her¬ 
self with Reynolds Wrap and 
describes her “dirty little fan¬ 
tasies” (of being terrifying and 
powerful, of “getting up in 
their faces and howling,” of 
being “inconvenient”). 

What this suggests is that 
Goode is still mulling over 
ideas that germinated with 
Convenience Boy — the notion 
that we are dangerously 
caught up in the quest for dis¬ 
posable products, disposable 
relationships, disposable iden¬ 
tities, and that such a pursuit 
leaves human beings without 


much of a foundation. 

In the end, however, 
Goode’s indictment of con- 
sumerist life is neither fresh 
nor particularly incisive. 
(Yeats put it more succinctly 
nearly 200 years ago when he 
wrote, “Getting and spending, 
we lay waste our powers.”) 
The problem is, you can’t at¬ 
tack capitalism simply for be¬ 
ing exactly what it professes 
to be: a system in which what 
you have is more important 
than whether you deserve it. 
It’s like criticizing sugar for 
being sweet. 

Goode may be uncomfort¬ 
able putting too fine a point 
on the moral issues these two 
works raise, or he may still 
be mining his material. Fair 
enough. On the one hand, it’s 
fascinating to watch him 
work. But on the other, one 
occasionally longs for an artis¬ 
tic response that is more fully 
digested. ▼

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Opera 


Opera Orgy at the Castro

T he San Francisco 
Film Society is pre¬ 
senting a decidedly 
Russian-oriented 
Opera on Film festival at the 
Castro Theatre, May 20-24, 
with six offerings, half of 
which are from the USSR: 
Mussorgsky’s Boris Godunov, 
Shostakovich’s Katerina Iz¬ 
mailova and Borodin’s 
Prince Igor. Schoenberg’s 
Moses and Aaron and 
Michael Powell/Emeric Press- 
burger’s versions of Offen¬ 
bach’s Tales of Hoffmann 
and Oh...Rosalinda!! (an “up¬ 
dating” of Johann Strauss’ 
Die Fledermaus) complete the 
program. 

Perhaps the festival’s most 
notable offering is Katerina 
Izmailova (May 23), based on 
Shostakovich’s Lady Macbeth 
of Mtsensk. If you love opera 
do not miss this opportunity 
to see — and hear — Galina 
Vishnevskaya in action. Her 
riveting vocal performance is 
the sort of cleanly sung but 
emotionally committed por¬ 
trayal we seldom get on the 
operatic stage today. Appar¬ 
ently Shostakovich hand- 
wrote his original version of 
her part in the score he gave 
Vishnevskaya before filming 
began, a part other sopranos 
had declared too difficult. She 
sings it gloriously. 

Unfortunately, there are 
some decidedly odd directori¬ 
al touches that constantly un¬ 
dercut the impact of the film. 
Vishnevskaya is the only 
singer on the soundtrack to 
also appear in the film, and 
the other actors’ lipsynching 
is not always on cue. For 
some reason the director al¬ 
lows the actor playing the 
tenor role to overact ludi¬ 
crously, turning red and drip¬ 
ping sweat as he “sings” out¬ 
rageously, while Vish¬ 
nevskaya barely moves her 
lips. 

More seriously, no other 
sounds besides the music are 
heard: doors slam, horses gal¬ 
lop across the screen, dozens 
of peasants fight and riot — all 
in silence. Still, Vish¬ 
nevskaya’s performance puts 
this film in the must-see cate¬ 
gory. 

Schoenberg’s Moses and 
Aaron (May 24) is rarely per¬ 
formed in this country, but 
don’t judge the opera by this 
1975 West German/French 
film. The static, almost mo¬ 
tionless style of the film is 
more suited to an oratorio 
than an opera. For long 
stretches at a time, we get the 
unmoving camera on a single, 
still character, or on the cho¬ 
rus standing motionless in 
rows, or endless shots pan¬ 
ning the horizon. Only in the 
second act (the worship of the 
Golden Calf) do we get any 
movement at all — and then it 


is an extraordinarily chaste, 
even dull, ballet. Moses and 
Aaron can pack quite an 
emotional wallop in the the¬ 
ater, but you’d never know it 
from this film. 

Commanding Ring 

The best thing about 
Moses and Aaron is the as¬ 
tonishing singing of Louis De¬ 
vos as Aaron. His sweet lyric 
tenor also has a commanding 
ring to it. Unfortunately, the 
Castro Theatre’s sound sys¬ 
tem distorted much of the 
music at higher pitches and 
volumes, so none of the or¬ 
chestral color came through. 
(Gunter Reich’s performance 
as Moses can also be heard on 
the Columbia Records record¬ 
ing conducted by Pierre 
Boulez.) 

Oh...Rosalinda!! (May 22) 
has much less to do with Jo¬ 
hann Strauss’ effervescent, 
bubbly Viennese operetta 
than it does 1950s sensibili¬ 
ties. The updated story 
(which seems very dated to¬ 
day) concerns members of the 
four Allied forces (British, 
French, Russian, English) oc¬ 
cupying Vienna after World 
War II and some shenanigans 
from the Viennese. For some 
reason Anneliese Rothenberg- 
er as Adele (a role for which 
she was internationally fa¬ 
mous on stage) is not men¬ 
tioned in the publicity, which 
is surprising since she is the 
only member of the cast who 


both sings and acts her role. 
She’s also the only one who 
does not look embarrassed 
most of the time, possibly be¬ 
cause she’s playing Strauss’ 
operetta. 

The deliberately artificial 
and overdone sets are colorful 
and the actors give it their 
manic all, but I kept expect¬ 
ing the casts of Mister Ed o r 
Bewitched to wander on 
screen and do a party turn. If 
you are a Rothenberger fan, 
or a big fan of the 1950s, this 
is for you. But don’t expect to 
see much Strauss. 

The Bolshoi’s Boris (May 
20) and Kirov’s Prince Igor 
(May 24) were not screened, 
and I am not familiar with 
any of the soloists listed in 
the press release. The 1951 
Tales of Hoffmann (May 21, 
performed in English) fea¬ 
tures the great Sir Thomas 
Beecham conducting, and the 
soundtrack has been available 
on a variety of record labels 
through the years. Hoffmann 
is performed by Robert 
Rounseville, perhaps better 
known in this country as the 
original Candide in Bern¬ 
stein’s 1956 musical. ▼

thors nor their editors were 
able to correctly spell the 
names of Jacqueline Onassis 
or Angelo Donghia — not a 
good sign. 

The most interesting writ¬ 
ing in the book comes in the 
last chapter where the au¬ 
thors portray the current 
lifestyle of the Kleins of East 
Hampton. Their portrait of a 


recent Klein uniuu party re¬ 
calls the film Elephant Walk, 
where a lonely Elizabeth Tay¬ 
lor presides at a dinner at¬ 
tended by her new husband 
and his elephant-hunting male 
cohorts. But in this case Kel¬ 
ly, the platonic object of her 
husband’s affections, presides 
over an all-male homosexual 
gathering where she is, if 
you’ll excuse the expression, 
odd-man out. As the saying 
goes, “Those who marry for 
money, earn it.” ▼

The 18 th SF Lesbian/Gay Film Festival Takes Off 

A Good Time in the Dark 


A shot from Glitterbug, Derek Jarman's lyrical last film

T he most difficult 
months of the year to 
be a journalist work¬ 
ing in the gay press 
are May and June, when two 
of the most important film 
festivals in America unfold 
back to back. Getting a han¬ 
dle on the queer content in 
the San Francisco Internation¬ 
al Film Festival alone is a 
challenge, but with the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival, 
which starts in our fair city 
on June 9, determining cover¬ 
age is a truly herculean task, 
if for no other reason than the 
sheer number of films being 
exhibited by gay and lesbian 
filmmakers. 

The numbers are impres¬ 
sive: this year’s festival, the 
18th, features 345 titles — up 
from 254 last year, 40 world 
premieres, 163 festival pro¬ 
grams and 280 guests, in the 
form of directors, actors, writ¬ 
er and film commentators. 
Those who are hungry for 
queer imagery will find that 
the range and quality of this 
festival provides impressive 
nourishment. Once again 
Frameline’s Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival emerges as one 
of the most significant — and 
certainly visible — contribu¬ 
tions to queer culture on the 
planet. 

Not a retread 

The 1994 festival promises 
to be anything but a been- 
there-done-that-experience. 
There’s something for every¬ 
body, les, gay, bi and trans¬ 
gender alike. Among other 
things, the festival will fea¬ 
ture a surprising number of 
feature films from abroad, in¬ 
cluding two gay dramas from 
Russia, The Creation of 
Adam, by Yuri Pavlov and 
Hussein Erkenov’s One Hun¬ 
dred Days Before the Com¬ 
mand; an erotic masterpiece 
from Japan called Muscle, b y 
Hisayasu Sato; Manuela’s 
Loves, by French filmmaker 
Genevieve Lefebvre; and 
myriad films from Canada 
and England, including Clos¬ 
ing Numbers, an HIV drama 
by Stephen Whittaker star¬ 
ring Jane Asher, and Glitter- 
bug, Derek Jarman’s final 
film (made after Blue), a 
wordless, music-driven film 
featuring the work of art ma¬ 
gus Brian Eno. 

The opening night film 
(June 9) is Rose Troche’s 


sexy comedy Go Fish, about 
the trials and tribulations of 
dyke life. According to the 
folks at Frameline, the film 
“does for lesbian cinema what 
She’s Gotta Have It did for 
African-American film.” The 
closing night feature, also a 
comedy, is a film from New 
Zealand called Desperate 
Remedies, which apparently 
has something to do with lip¬ 
stick lesbians at the turn of 
the century. 

Festival-goers will en¬ 
counter many new names in 
this year’s line-up of films, 
but there are plenty of famil¬ 
iar ones too, as several film¬ 
makers who’ve exhibited 
work in prior festivals are re¬ 
turning. Monika (Virgin Ma¬ 
chine) Treut and Susie 
Bright have collaborated on a 
much talked about film called

Erotique; and Isaac Julien re¬ 
turns with his latest film, A 
Darker Side of Black. Other 
festival veterans include 
Michelle Parkerson, Bruce 
LaBruce, Julie Zando, Tom 
Kalin, Todd Haynes, Su 
Friedrich, and more. 

Shorts and docs 

As always, there are plenty 
of short films in this year’s 
festival addressing everything 
from dental dams to obses¬ 
sive relationships. Highlights 
include Gregg Araki’s Show 
Me, Daniel Mclvans’ Wake- 
Up Jerk Off, and a collection 
of films assembled by local 
videomaker Quentin Lee. The 
girls get their share of the ac¬ 
tion with three programs of 
diverse and steamy shorts 
that are sure to entice the cu¬ 
rious. 

Documentaries in the festi¬ 
val cover broad territory, 
from personality biopics like 
A Day in the Life of Edmund 
White, to works with medi¬ 
cal and psychological themes 
like Cancer in Two Voices, 
Lucy Phenix’s film about one 


of the most pressing medical 
problems facing women to¬ 
day, and The Bach Virus, a 
Dutch film concerning three 
self-identified male pe¬ 
dophiles who talk about their 
lives and desires. 

Special presentations in 
the festival commingle sophis¬ 
ticated commentary with 
playful kitsch. Film buffs 
shouldn’t miss: Frameline co¬ 
curator Jenni Olson’s Camp 
for Boys & Girls — trailers, 
commercials, TV clips, educa¬ 
tional films that, in Olson’s 
words, “make you scared to 
be American, but intensely 
happy to be queer”; Beyond 
the Pale: The Celluloid Clos¬ 
et of Yiddish Film, a look at 
onscreen Jewish lesbians and 
gays; Out of the Closet and 
Into the Universe: Queers 
and Star Trek, a program 
that purports to examine the 
relationship between homos 
and Star Trek; and a presen¬ 
tation of great interest to the 
literary set, Image of a Sad 
Man, in which distinguished 
British critic and author 
Richard Dyer presents a 
“mini-history of gay movie 
melancholia.” 

The recipient this year of 
the Frameline award for sig¬ 
nificant achievement is film 
producer Christine Vachon, 
who produced Swoon, Poi¬ 
son and other queer-specific 
films. 

Getting tickets 

The principal venues for 
this year’s festival are the 
Castro Theater, Roxie Cine¬ 
ma, The Pacific Film Archive 
in Berkeley, The Town 3 
Theater in San Jose and, new 
to the festival, the Center for 
the Arts Theater at Yerba 
Buena Gardens. Tickets go on 
sale May 20 and are available 
through BASS ticket centers 
including The Wherehouse 
and Tower Records. To make 
things easy for purchasers, 
BASS has waived conve¬ 
nience charges, which means 
patrons are saving money. 

Final words: For up-to-date 
festival information, call 703- 
8650; the number, however, is 
only for information, not tick¬ 
et purchases. And finally, get 
your tickets early. This is a 
big festival it’s true but, ulti¬ 
mately, there’s only a limited 
number of seats to go around 
and you certainly don’t want 
to miss out on the biggest 
queer event of the year. T

'Beach Blanket'and Steve Silver Celebrate 20 Years 


Man at the helm 


The show’s reigning 
monarch/producer and cre¬ 
ator, 50-year-old Steve Silver, 
never intended to become a 
big-time show business pro¬ 
ducer. The native San Fran¬ 
ciscan originally wanted to be 
a brooding painter, until 
Beach Blanket happened, Sil¬ 
ver says, by accident in the 
summer of 1973 when he and 
and his friends Roberta and 
Nancy Bleiweiss formed an 
improvisational cabaret group 
that entertained revelers out¬ 
side the City’s favored bistros 
and bars. The little group 
took their act indoors to an 
upstairs room at the Tivoli, 
and a monster hit was born. 

“This whole thing started 
as a form of visual expres¬ 
sion,” Silver says. “I’m a very 
visual person, and I just start¬ 
ed dreaming up ideas. Luck 
has a lot to do with it.” 

Silver says a friend asked 
him years ago if he still paint¬ 
ed. Silver had to say no. The 
friend asked him in what 
medium he’s been working. 
“Live, living people,” Silver 
responded. The tableaux Sil¬ 
ver creates for the show keep 
things fresh. But, Silver adds, 
“I can’t say that I’ve been able 
to sustain the same level of 
interest in the show through 
its entire 20-year-history. 
There are things that excite 
me, but I’m smart enough to 
know that I can hire people 
who can do the job better 
than I can. I’m kind of like 
the grandaddy now, allowing 
other people to do the things 
I may have done in the past.” 

Silver, along with Kenny 
Mazlow, Beach Blanket’s as¬ 
sistant director, choreogra¬ 
pher, cast member, and key 
player (he came to the show 
in 1988), are currently up to 
their eyeballs in the creation 
of the massive 20th anniver¬ 
sary show that will turn the 
austere Opera House into a 
much bigger version of Club 
Fugazi on May 24. Beloved 
former members of the cast, 
such as Penny Hamilton and 
Shelley Werk, will reprise 
their roles as Snow White 
and Liza Minnelli respective¬ 
ly. The current cast will be 


Frankie Avalon, who know a 
thing or two about the Beach 
Blanket spirit. The presenta¬ 
tion will take on added signif¬ 
icance in view of the fact that 
Funicello has multiple sclero¬ 
sis and is confined to a 
wheelchair. Her public ap¬ 
pearances are few, but Ma¬ 
zlow says she is a good friend 
of Silver’s and is excited 
about being reunited with 
Avalon. 

Another poignant moment 
in what is sure to be a mas¬ 
sively irreverent, comically 
cacophonous evening will 
come at the start of the show. 
The original Mr. Peanut, Bill 
Kendall, was one of the first 
Beach Blanket cast members 
to die of AIDS. Silver has dis¬ 
covered a taped version of 
Kendall singing “Stardust,” 
which will be used to open 
the show. Proceeds from the 
anniversary show — Silver has 
guaranteed at least $100,000 
to each charity — will benefit 
the New Main Library and 
the AIDS Memorial Grove in 
Golden Gate Park.

Silver Anniversary

W hen a theatrical 
production cele¬ 
brates a signifi¬ 
cant anniversary 
— 10 years, 20 years — chances 
are signs of age will be evi¬ 
dent: Witness The Mousetrap 
in London’s West End, or 
Cats on Broadway. The same 
cannot be said, however, of 
Beach Blanket Babylon, San 
Francisco’s homegrown bit of 
zany musical theater and the 
nation’s longest running musi¬ 
cal revue. Celebrating its 20th 
anniversary next week with a 
pull-out-the-stops gala benefit 
at the Opera House, Beach 
Blanket has evolved from a 
zippy little cabaret wonder at 
the Savoy Tivoli to a com¬ 
mercial workhorse situated in 
the heart of North Beach at 
the Club Fugazi. 

The formula for success 
hasn’t changed much since 
the show first hit the boards 
in June, 1974: take a handful 
of showstopping numbers de¬ 
livered by big, brassy singers, 
mix in a whirlwind of pop 
culture spoofs and, most im¬ 
portant, never let the audi¬ 
ence’s attention drop for a 
minute.

Remembering Mia 

by Adrian Roberts 



O ne of the most ex¬ 
citing bands to 
emerge from the so- 
called “Seattle 
scene,” The Gits were very 
near the cusp of success. 
Their 1992 debut, Frenching 
The Bully, was an assured, 
confident work, garneringnot 
only critical accolades, but 
also the attention of major 
record labels. Much of the fo¬ 
cus was trained on the band’s 
charismatic 27-year-old singer, 
Mia Zapata, whose sharp, po¬ 
etic lyrics and intense vocal 
delivery made her stand out. 

In June of last year, the 
band began work on their 
second album. Although re¬ 
leased last March, it was done 
so without the enigmatic pres¬ 
ence of Mia. At 3:15 in the 
morning on July 7, 1993, Mia 
Zapata was found raped and 
strangled in Seattle’s Central 
Area neighborhood. Her bru¬ 
tal murder sent shock waves 
throughout the close-knit 
Seattle music community. 
Mia had been a huge inspira¬ 
tion and influence for many 
people in the scene. “I could 
safely say that if it weren’t for 
the Gits, we probably 
wouldn’t even be a band,” 
said Liz Davis, bassist for 7 
Year Bitch. “They were a 
big inspiration to us personal¬ 
ly, and also musically. I had 
so much respect for Mia. 
When she died, it was just 
devastating.” 

7 Year Bitch is just one of 
eight bands that will play this 
Sunday, May 22, at a 
concert/fundraiser to raise 
money and awareness for the 
private investigation fund set 
up to find Mia Zapata’s killer, 
line-up includes some of San 
Francisco’s best female 
bands, the Mudwimin, 
Stone Fox, and Ovarian 
Trolley, to name a few. Oth¬ 
er bands include A Snow¬ 
ball's Chance In Hell, Vic¬ 
tims Family, and Spear 
and Magic Helmet, which 
is basically the three guys 
from The Gits without Mia. 


Liz Davis explained why 
this benefit concert is so im¬ 
portant. “I want people to 
know about Mia,” said Liz. “I 
want people to know what 
she did and listen to her 
lyrics and know what kind of 
person she was. And to know 
that the person who killed 
Mia is a nemesis — like the 
worst person in the world — 
to do something like that.” 

Lisa Beatty, the event or¬ 
ganizer, wrote an open letter 
to all ticket purchasers. “To 
this date,” she writes, “the 
murderer remains unknown 
and is roaming the streets 
free to rape and kill again. 
Feeling indescribable frustra¬ 
tion, sorrow, and rage, we de¬ 
cided to hire a private investi¬ 
gator in order to insure the 
case would receive the atten¬ 
tion it deserved and needed.” 
Hence, admission to this wor¬ 
thy rock extravaganza is a 
minimum $10 donation, and 
will be held outdoors by the 


Bay at 3rd and Marin Streets 
this Sunday. The all-day show 
starts at 1 pm. Be there. 

Another upcoming, not-to- 
miss show will be at DNA 
next Thursday, May 19th, 
when Her Majesty The 
Baby returns to the stage. 
Although the band played the 
Paradise last week under a 
different name, this is their 
first “official” gig with the 
new line-up, which now in¬ 
cludes not only an additional 
guitarist, but also a new 
rhythm section as well. On 
hiatus for over a year, these 
girls have been sorely missed. 
Not to put a label on them or 
anything, but if you’re a fan 
of beautiful, powerful, 4AD- 
style bliss rock, then Her 
Majesty The Baby could be 
your cup of tea. Check them 
out now, before they get 
huge. ▼

and offers an important analysis into the ways that torture 
threatens all of us. 

Millett starts with the writings of the tortured, such as Alek¬ 
sandr Solzhenitsyn (writing about Stalin) and Primo Levi (who 
survived Auschwitz), and uses their powerful accounts to fashion 
a political overview of the ways and means of torture. The result 
is a disturbing and often grisly picture of torture as state policy. 
Millett considers the victims as well as the victimizers, and her 
interpretation of the signs and signifiers of the torture chamber, 
and especially of the language of torture, is extraordinary. 

Millett considers the torturers as well, those willing individ¬ 
uals who submit their conscience to the will of the state, and be¬ 
come “witting or unwitting parties to a crime which they stolidly 
regard as employment.” The Politics of Cruelty is a terrifying 
examination of the ways in which any government, with the tacit 
approval of the governed, makes war on its own citizens. But 
Millett wants more than merely to inform; her plan is to make 
us understand torture so that we have no choice but to resist its 
use. 

This is not an easy book to read. As always, Millett is un¬ 
matched in the sheer beauty of her prose style, but in this book, 
the elegance of the writing serves as horrifying counterpoint to 
the tales she recounts. You must read this book, and then you 
must act. For any of us to do less makes each of us complicit in 
crimes against humanity. ▼ _ , .

“Torture means any act by which severe pain or suffering, 
whether physical or mental, is intentionally inflicted by or at the 
instigation of a public official on a person for such purposes as 
obtaining from him or a third person information or confession, 
punishing him for an act he has committed or is suspected of 
having committed, or intimidating him or other persons.” The 
preceding is from the United Nations Declaration on the Protec¬ 
tion of All Persons from Torture. 

In earlier, less enlightened times, torture was considered a 
necessary and valid adjunct to the law. For reasons known best 
to the ancients, confessions obtained under torture were some¬ 
how more believable than confessions given freely. Over time, 
official, legal torture was gradually eliminated. But hidden tor¬ 
ture, state-sponsored terror, is on the rise throughout the world 
as governments, acting in secret, torture persons for crimes 
against the state. In her latest book, The Politics of Cruelty,

preview screening, dispelled 
any notions about other peo¬ 
ple actually shooting the film¬ 
maker’s early works. “He was 
behind the camera for my 
part and Viva’s and I’m sure 
for Brigid’s as well,” she said.

“strobe-cut” edits, is vintage 
Warhol. 

Photos Plus 

The suggestive potential of 
still photography is enhanced 
by film’s time-based proper¬ 
ties in Haircut (No. 1). The 
brilliantly low-key Haircut 
(1963), one of Warhol’s gayest 
films, is essentially six pho¬ 
tographs centering on a cute 
young man (John Daley) 
who’s getting his locks 
sheared by Factory regular 
Billy Name. 

The best reels include a 
third party (Freddy Herko), 
naked save for a cowboy hat, 
in the frame with Daley and 
Name. Casting a longing, nev- 
erending gaze on Daley, 
Herko lights a pipe and sucks 
on it. It’s the type of moment 
photographers freeze so well; 
here Andy milks it (symboli¬ 
cally and otherwise) for all it’s 
worth. 


ning, tilting, racking in and 
out of focus, and zooming in 
and out to the beat of the mu¬ 
sic. 

His visual instincts are not 
half bad, and neither (except 
a bad riff 15 minutes in) is the 
Underground’s music. The 
camera keeps rolling when 
the cops stroll in, providing a 
slightly candid glimpse of 
Warhol, looking almost boy¬

Way ahead of MTV and 
just fiddling around as though 
completing a film-school exer¬ 
cise, Warhol uses camera 
movement to accentuate and 
accompany music.

Poor Little Rich Girl, rises 
above its modest artistic pre¬ 
text. 

Except for Buffer in, all 
the above works prove con¬ 
clusively what Warhol collab¬ 
orator Paul Morrissey con¬ 
tended was the secret of their 
success: “Our films are good 
because the people in them 
are good.”

Edie and 'Bufferin' 

Edie Sedgwick stars in 
Poor Little Rich Girl (1965), 
which has an odd history. 
The first 33 minutes of the 66- 
minute film are out of focus. 
Since Edie is just waking, this 
could be intentional, but var¬ 
ious curators and critics main¬ 
tain that technical difficulties 
were the cause. Warhol is 
said to have reshot the film 
and later decided to incorpo¬ 
rate the fuzzy footage. 

Curiously, the earlier mo¬ 
ments are the most interest¬ 
ing, as the abstract Edie, clad 
in black lace panties and bra, 
wakes, orders coffee and ex¬ 
ercises in bed. Once clarity is 
achieved (and after her pot, 
coffee, OJ kick in), Edie ban¬ 
ters with an off-camera friend. 

Their conversation makes 
the goings-on in Bike Boy 
seem like philosophy, but the 
camera loves her photogenic 
mug and supple body as 
much as it did Spencer’s. 

Poet/filmmaker/photogra¬ 
pher Gerard Malanga reads 
cryptic diaries to Warhol in 
Bufferin (1966). “Bufferin’’ is 
a code-name for all the people 
whose names Malanga 
doesn’t feel free to expose. 
The rambling piece (33 min¬ 
utes) includes light sparring 
between artist and subject. 
It’s the least compelling of 
this latest Warhol crop. 

Nico Gets Arrested 


As if to disprove the above 
theory, Gus Van Sant popu¬ 
lated Even Cowgirls Get the 
Blues with a cast of more 
than a dozen illustrious media 
icons and came up with one 
very bad movie. Cameos by 
Ken Kesey as the father of 
big-thumbed Sissy Hankshaw 
(Uma Thurman), Roseanne 
Arnold as Madam Zoe (who 
sees “many men ... and many 
women” in Sissy’s future), 
Keanu Reeves as an asthmat¬ 
ic American Indian, and Lor¬ 
raine Bracco as a whip-crack¬ 
ing feminist, all go for naught 
in this muddled effort. 

In the wake of a major 
newspaper’s ludicrous indict¬ 
ment of him for glamorizing 
heroin among Hollywood’s 
young set — most of whom 
have probably never seen a 
Van Sant film — one hates to 
jump on the get-Gus band¬ 
wagon, but those turgid 93 
minutes keep lurching back 
into memory. 

Catch Cowgirls on video 
if you must, especially for the 
splendid, if too-cursorily de¬ 
veloped lesbian romance that 
evolves between bisexual 
Uma Thurman and Rain 
Phoenix. As for the anachro¬ 
nistic, ultra-faggy Countess, 
she’d be a guilty pleasure if 
John Hurt’s performance 
weren’t so stilted. Judging by 
the rest of the film, the writ¬ 
ing and the direction are 
more likely to blame than the 
actor. ▼

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Sondheim Without 


Stuffing 

Sondheim 
by Martin Gottfried; 
Abrams, $49.00

I t isn’t every week that 
you’ll read in the B.A.R., 
a publication noted for 
its hustler ads, leather 
column and obituaries, a 
question as ponderous as 
“Where does art come from?” 
But that question is at the 
heart of my disappointment 
with Martin Gottfried’s 
learned essay/analysis of 
Stephen Sondheim’s shows, 
Sondheim, published as a 
lavish coffee-table pictorial by 
Abrams. 

Because Gottfried has not 
asked that question, his ad¬ 
mittedly engrossing text func¬ 
tions in an academic vacuum. 
Because he effectively denies 
Sondheim a personal life, his 
book becomes dry, somehow 
even irrelevant. And why is 
he so skittish about Sond¬ 
heim? I have no doubt it’s the 
gay thing. 

At a time when the lives of 
a number of gay artists are 
being accorded a properly un¬ 
derstanding assessment by 
gay writers (standouts include 
Edmund White on Genet and 
Brad Gooch on Frank 
O’Hara), Gottfried’s hiding in 
the thickets of lyric analysis 
causes both sore disappoint¬ 
ment and critical failure. In 
denying the composer a per¬ 
sonal life, Gottfried cannot de¬ 
liver the unity of an artist and 
his work. He also misses this 
lovely fact: the bittersweet, 
ambivalent, previously un¬ 
committed and recently af¬ 
firming work of Stephen 
Sondheim is uniquely the 
product of a gay man. How 
Sondheim’s life affects his art 
and how his art affects our 
lives — wouldn’t this be a 
more urgent, profitable and 
simply more entertaining area 
of examination than the study 
of prosody (the correct stress¬ 
ing of syllables) trundled 


through so many pages by 
Mr. Gottfried? 

Devalued Bio 

The book’s high point is a 
brief but densely information- 
packed biography. I believe 
it’s the first Sondheim bio, 
and I hope it’s the last which 
resigns the composer’s 
sexuality to the closet. As in¬ 
triguing as it is, this bio’s val¬ 
ue is undercut by Gottfried’s 
immaculate homogenization. 
Of the emotionally abusive 
mother who scarred Sond¬ 
heim deeply, we are given 
only this quote from Sond¬ 
heim: “I had a difficult time 
with her.” 

In fact, Sondheim’s mother 
was so scary that as a young 
boy, Sondheim went to live 
with the neighboring family 
of Oscar Hammerstein, who 
became his mentor. This life 
with two fathers is fertile for 
examination — how does one 
come out to Oscar Hammer¬ 
stein? 

There’s nary a scrap of in¬ 
formation about Sondheim’s 
sexuality in Gottfried’s bio. 
Perhaps to make up for it, 
there are elsewhere in the 
book almost accidentally scat¬ 
tered tidbits of stunning infor¬ 
mation. Dropped into the dis¬ 
cussion of Anyone Can Whis¬ 
tle, for instance, we find that 
star Lee Remick became “as 
close as possible to a Sond¬ 
heim who would always re¬ 
gret being unable to settle 
down with anyone, male or 
female.” 

Gottfried steadfastly refus¬ 
es to take a look at those re¬ 
grets or how they may sur¬ 
face in Sondheim’s work. 
When we read about “the 
urge toward connection” and 
the “ambivalence in relation¬ 
ships” displayed in Sond¬ 
heim’s lyrics, we sense that 
the composer’s personal life 
lurks painfully and brilliantly 
behind his work. Ultimately, 
despite much rewarding ma¬ 
terial, Sondheim is Martin 
Gottfried’s dullest book. It 
suffers greatly for telling 
only a partial truth. ▼

The arrangements, sequenc¬ 
ing and direction make chest¬ 
nuts strikingly new. And no 
one should miss Julie An¬ 
drews. It’s not just the clear 
voice and diction; her ability 
to shade meaning without 
shredding musicality is unpar¬ 
alleled. Incredible.

T he Bay Area Distance 
Runners will host its 
third annual BADR 
1/2-marathon this 
Sunday, May 22 at Olive 
Oyl’s, Pier 50. The race-walk¬ 
ing division will take off on 
the 13-mile scenic waterfront 
course at 7 a.m., followed by 
the runners at 7:30. All levels 
of ability are invited to partic¬ 
ipate. Those interested in vol¬ 
unteering to help with the 
race are welcome. 

The flat, fast course, which 
begins and ends at Olive 
Oyl’s, has proven popular 
with past participants of the 
BADR. BADR co-chair and 
race director Dave Studach 
says the run attracts all levels 
of runners and walkers, in¬ 
cluding many who will use it 
as a warm-up for the Gay 
Games marathon in June. 
“This run is both for the seri¬ 
ous racer looking to improve 
his or her time and for those 
who just want to test them¬ 
selves at this distance,” Stu¬ 
dach noted. “Our goal is to be 
supportive of everyone’s ef¬ 
fort, regardless of how fast or 
slow they may be, and to 
make sure everyone has a fun 
time.” 

Part of that fun will take 
place at a “breakfast celebra¬ 
tion” and awards ceremony 
which follow the race.

marathon. Studach said re¬ 
sults from those races have 
been “encouraging” and he 
forecasts a good showing by 
San Francisco runners in 
New York. 

“We should have strength 
and speed going into the Gay 
Games in June,” Studach re¬ 
ported. “We like to approach 
each marathon with a goal of 
participation and completion. 
Once you’ve discovered you 


can do a marathon, then you 
begin training to improve 
your performance. We’ll have 
a wide variety of participants 
at the Games, from first- 
timers to the really serious 
runners. But everyone in our 
club, regardless of ability, re¬ 
ceives the same amount of 
support and encouragement. 

San Francisco will take 
more than 52 competitors to 
the Gay Games marathon, 
one of the largest groups for 
that event. “And we will be 
competitive,” Studach de¬ 
clared. The marathon will 
take place on the final day of 
the Games, June 25th, with a 
course that begins .and, .ends 
in Central Park'

Women Set Relay Record 


W ith six gold 
medal races and 
three personal 
best perfor¬ 
mances, the San Francisco 
Track & Field Club set some 
high standards at its debut 
meet in Los Angeles in late 
April. 

The Club has proven it can 
handle the challenge as it 
turned in a record-breaking 
performance at the Ken Car- 
nine Track Classic on May 
7th. The team scored 14 gold 
medal victories, including 
eight personal best marks. 
The Club also set a new 
record in the women’s 4x100 
meter relay. 

“It would be hard to pick 
the outstanding performance 
of the meet,” stated SFT&FC 
spokesman Rick Thoman. 
“Everyone did an outstanding 
job from beginning to end. 
This meet has given us a 
boost of confidence that we’ll 
use to our advantage as we 
approach the Gay Games. We 
know we’re ready to compete 
against the best.” 

The women’s 4x100 meter 
relay team, comprised of 
Michele Lewis, Nancy Frost, 
Norma Lopez and Valerie 
Scott shattered the old Club 
record of 56.3 seconds set at 
the Vancouver Gay Games in 
1990. The new time of 55.3 
was delivered in spite of 
some shaky hands-offs, and 
all agreed they are capable of 
lowering that mark at the 
next big meet in Los Gatos 


on June 11th. 

“This relay has really come 
together for us,” said the ebul¬ 
lient Lopez. “Once we get our 
hands-offs down, we should 
be able to push that record 
time even lower.” 

Not to be overshadowed, 
the men turned in two gold 
medal performances in the 
4x100 meter relay . The 18-29 
age group was won by the 
team of Eddie Hall, Herb

Williams, Ken Parish and 
Shaun Saunders, who sped to 
an excellent clocking time of 
46.1 seconds. Close on their 
heels was the winning 30-39 
age group, which includes 
Ken Wun, Gary Schlimgen, 
Rob Lenderink and Lafe 
Fowler, who won with a time 
of 46.4 

“We’re still working on 
our hands-offs, but we’ll be 


ready by June,” said Parish, 
who also ran well in the 100 
and 200 meters at Sacramen¬ 
to. “We’ll be much faster in 
New York.” 

Personal best perfor¬ 
mances seemed to come in al¬ 
most every event in which 
the SFT&FC participated. 
PRs were made by Joseph 
DeFalco with a strong show¬ 
ing in the 1500 meters; by 
Fowler, who continues to bet¬ 
ter his time in the 400 meters 
each time he competes; by 
Scott in the 200 meters; by 
Gwynn Villegas with a su¬ 
perb effort in the 400 meter 
intermediate hurdles; by 
Schlimgen in both the 100 
and 200 meters; by Carlos 
Ferreira, still shaving seconds 
off his time in the 100 meters; 
and by Winston Mathis, Gold¬ 
en Gate Wrestler turned 
javelin thrower. 

The 400 meters continues 
to be a strong event for the 
SFT&FC, led by Fowler’s 
personal best time. Once 
again the women swept the 
event, with Scott just edging 
teammate Frost 67.06 seconds 
to 67.07. Lopez followed for 
the bronze at 71.9 seconds, an 
improvement from her time 
at the earlier LA meet. 
Lenderink and Saunders also 
captured medals in the 400 in 
the younger age groups, while 
Thoman and Mike Moorefield 
went gold and silver in the 
40-44 division.

Extending Your 
Healthy Years

I n a previous article on 
aging, I wrote of the 
“inevitable” conse¬ 
quences of growing old¬ 
er, citing loss in bone mass, 
decreases in oxygen capacity, 
strength and flexibility as key 
indicators of the effects of age 
on the body. I also explained 
how exercise has been proven 
to greatly reduce the onset of 
these eventualities. 

The American Council on 
Exercise has recently pub¬ 
lished a newsletter (Spring, 
1994) devoted to the role exer¬ 
cise can play in enhancing our 
quality of life as we grow old¬ 
er. According to a federal sur¬ 
vey quoted in this newsletter, 
Americans live an average of 
73.7 years, but spend the last 
11.7 years of that period in 
dysfunction, suffering disease 
and impairment! Ironically, a 
recent study conducted by the 
American Association of Re¬ 
tired Persons (AARP) re¬ 
vealed that 85 percent of old¬ 
er adults would like to re¬ 
main at home as long as pos¬ 
sible when they become el¬ 
derly. In other words, most 
older adults wish to remain 
functionally independent as 
long as they possibly can. 
Obviously, if a person can ex¬ 
pect to live to the age of 73, 
the aforementioned goal 
would require an individual 
to remain healthy beyond the 
statistically expected age of 
62. The question is, how does 
one do it? 


Fortunately, this question 
is now an urgent national con¬ 
cern, one currently being ad¬ 
dressed by many federal 
agencies. Why? Because 18 
percent of the population will 
be at least 65 years or older 
by the year 2000, with the 85 
and older group increasing by 
30 percent. Having a growing 
elderly population fraught 
with physical ailments would 
naturally have a considerable 
impact on national resources. 
Is it any surprise, then, that 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services’ “Healthy 
People 2000” program has 
made fighting this problem 
one of its three main objec¬ 
tives? 

Looking at this question 
has turned up some interest¬ 
ing answers. It has been 


found, for instance, that one 
of the key reasons for frailty 
among the elderly is due to 
lack of regular and appropri¬ 
ate exercise, even though end¬ 
less studies and clinical obser¬ 
vations have shown that phys¬ 
ical activity can improve 
strength, endurance, and coor¬ 
dination in older people. In 
addition, there is strong evi¬ 
dence to suggest that exercise 
can lengthen the functional 
years at the end of a person’s 
life, allowing one to remain 
independent longer. In other 
words, a better quality of life 
for a longer time. 

At the Cooper Institute for 
Aerobics Research in Dallas, 
Harold W. Kohl has studied 
the connection between fit¬ 
ness and functional disabili¬ 
ties, like the inability to do 
household chores or perform 
personal care. He found a 
correlation between low fit¬ 
ness and the prevalence of 
disabilities. Kohl is currently 
studying whether or not peo¬ 
ple who are physically fit ear¬ 
ly in life will maintain high 
physical functions when old¬ 
er. 

A major danger to the in¬ 
dependence of elderly people 
is the possibility of a fall, es¬ 
pecially if it results in a bro¬ 
ken bone (such as a hip,) for it 
requires a period of inactivity 
that will allow the bone to 
heal, a period in which, de¬ 
pending on how bad the 
break, other functions begin 
to decline. A person who has 
strengthened muscle and 
bone mass through exercise, 
however, is less likely to be 
devastated by a fall if it 
should happen. Remember, 
even someone who’s 90 years 
old can increase strength and 
muscle mass through exer¬ 
cise. In fact, senior citizens 
can benefit more from exer¬ 
cise than younger adults. Ac¬ 
cording to William Evans of 
the Center on Aging at Tufts 
University, a young person 
can increase physical function 
by 10 percent but an older 
person can increase it by 50. 

The message here is two¬ 
fold. If you don’t already par¬ 
ticipate in an exercise pro¬ 
gram, start now. And talk to 
your parents or older friends. 
If 85 percent of the elderly 
want to know how to remain 
independent longer, this is 
one way to do it. The rewards 
are only an exercise class 
away. ▼

Other noteworthy perfor¬ 
mances at Sacramento were 
turned in by Williams, Lewis 
and Daniel Rainey in the 200 
meters; Carmen Morrison in 
the 100 meters and Lenderink 
in the 800 meters. 

The next big meet for the 
San Francisco Track & Field 
Club will be at Los Gatos 
High School on June 11th, a 
week before Gay Games 
Opening Ceremonies. 

“That will be our final 
tune-up before the Games,” 
Thoman indicated. “For those 
spectators who won’t be able 
to see us in New York, it’ll be 
a good opportunity to see a 
preview of how we hope to 
run at the Games.”

'Dual Attraction 'Explores the Bisexual Mind 

My Dual Attraction 


by Noreen C. Barnes 

A while ago I wrote a 
piece for the Bay 
Area Reporter about 
a book called Closer 
to Home: Bisexuality and 
Feminism, a wonderful col¬ 
lection of essays by women 
who challenge the either/or 
dichotomy of hetero-homo¬ 
sexuality and discuss the ex¬ 
pectations of a culture that 
can only comprehend oppos¬ 
ing sexual identities and not 
one that swings both ways. 

I reflected in that piece on 
the emergence of bisexuals as 
a distinct, increasingly vocal 
group, evidenced by bisexual 
networks and publications, 
the inclusion of “bisexual” in 
the titles of gay and lesbian 
events and newspapers, and 
the increased acceptance of 
bisexuals in a “queer” com¬ 
munity. 

At the time, I was in a 
long-term monogamous rela¬ 
tionship with a woman, and I 
identified as a lesbian. But 
self-definitions, I found, keep 
changing. 

Now, I’m on the brink of 
marriage — to a man. For me, 
the past eight months have 
been a process of coming out 
(yes, again), one that has been 
educational on many levels. 
The range of reactions to the 
announcement of my bisexu¬ 
ality has been surprising. I’ve 
found that people rarely think 
in terms of simply being with 
a person, that love knows no 
gender and that sexuality can 
be a fluid concept. While oth¬ 
ers continue to see sexuality 
as a bipolar entity, I’ve found 
that love is about being inti¬ 
mate with a person, not a 
gender. 

Amidst all this I’ve been 
reading books about bisexual¬ 
ity, a new one called, Dual 
Attraction: Understanding Bi¬ 
sexuality, written by a trio of 
sociologists (Weinberg, 
Williams and Pryor), and a re- 
release of an older publica¬ 
tion, Fritz Klein’s The Bisex¬ 
ual Option. The latter is a 
rather dry, repetitive, 
preachy, though occasionally 
insightful, psychiatric ap¬ 
proach to the topic, in which 
the author promotes his own 
methodology, an unnecessari¬ 
ly overwrought alternative to 
the Kinsey scale. Despite his 
efforts, he garners only a foot¬ 
note in the Weinberg, 
Williams and Pryor work. 
For some reason, Klein also 
attempts to review the bisex¬ 
ual in history and the arts, a 
huge topic for which he 
seems particularly un¬ 
schooled. More than once he 
states as fact things with 
which I strongly disagree. 
And although he tries to dis¬ 
pel some of the same myths 
about bisexuals as do the au¬ 
thors of Dual Attraction, his 




case study, psychiatric ap¬ 
proach (looking at both 
“healthy” and “troubled” bi¬ 
sexuals) is both clinical and 
gratuitous. 

Dual Attraction, however, 
is an in-depth sociological 
study worthy of attention. 
The book, a decade in the 
making, is a valuable docu¬ 
ment of our culture’s at¬ 
tempts to grapple with the in¬ 
tersections of gender and sex¬ 
uality in the age of AIDS. 
The authors cover a wide 
range of material: the “double 
marginality” of bisexuals, 
who face intolerance (“bipho¬ 
bia”) from both the heterosex¬ 
ual and homosexual commu¬ 
nities; persistent myths about 
bisexuals; and trace signifi¬ 
cant changes in sexual atti¬ 
tudes and activities of bisexu¬ 
als in the past decade. Bisex¬ 
uality, we learn, is an authen¬ 
tic sexual identity, includes a 
number of affectional al¬ 
liances and patterns of attrac¬ 
tion. “As sociologists,” the au¬ 
thors write, “we pay more at¬ 
tention to the social factors 
that foster or inhibit a bisex¬ 
ual potential. We do not ig¬ 
nore... the social identities 
that people adopt to make 
sense of their sexuality... we 
look at the interaction of sex¬ 
ual behaviors and identities in 
great detail, as well as the 
emotional dimensions of sex¬ 
ual preference that embed 
sex in a web of intimate rela¬ 
tionships.” 

In 1983, the authors con¬ 
ducted a study of bisexuality 
at San Francisco’s then-exist¬ 


ing Bisexual Center. They 
posited a model of bisexual 
identity and how it’s shaped, 
and discovered that the homo¬ 
sexual relationships of bisex¬ 
uals were most of¬ 
ten “add-ons” to a core het¬ 
erosexuality. (Although the in¬ 
verse was true for some, and 
for others, the organization of 
their sociosexual arrangement 
was a communal and/or bal¬ 
anced one.) Most bisexuals’ 
primary partner, they argued, 
is usually of the opposite sex, 
and usually a spouse with 
whom there is often an open, 
non-monogamous relation¬ 
ship. 

Outcasts 

The rejection of bisexuals 
by much of the gay and les¬ 
bian community has been dis¬ 
turbing. And, to make mat¬ 
ters worse, the heterosexual 
behavior of bisexuals does 
not seem to diminish straight 
homophobia. The bisexuals 
interviewed in the book ob¬ 
serve that the gay community 
perceives bisexuals as having 
the ability to exercise “hetero¬ 
sexual privilege” whenever 
they wish — Klein notes in his 
book that it’s likening the bi¬ 
sexual to being a “spy.” 

Furthermore, interviewees 
reported that gay men fre¬ 
quently negate the bisexual 
identity; gay women don’t 
trust bisexuals and see them 
as traitors; and political cor¬ 
rectness was cited as an issue 
for both (as well as a dislike 
for the opposite sex). The

Yankee Stadium Secured for Games 


Y ankee Stadium, the 
home of professional 
baseball’s New York 
Yankees, will be the 
site of the closing ceremonies 
for Gay Games IV & Cultural 
Festival on Saturday, June 25, 
1994. New York City officials, 
the New York Yankees Orga¬ 
nization and Gay Games IV 
officials made the announce¬ 
ment this week. 


“The Gay Games are an 
important event for New 
York City both in economic 
and educational terms,” said 
Mayor Rudolph W. Guiliani. 
“The city will be richer in ev¬ 
ery sense because of the 
Games. I thank the Yankees 
organization and Deputy 
Mayor Fran Reiter for their 
efforts in making this impor¬ 
tant event a reality.” 


According to Kile Ozier, 
Producer for Opening/Closing 
Ceremonies for Gay Games 
IV, the closing ceremonies 
will be a traditional Olympic- 
style stadium show that will 
be a celebration of gay and 
lesbian culture from around 
the world. 

Close to 11,000 athletes, 
from over 40 countries, are 
expected to participate in 31 
team and individual sports. ▼ 
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reaction of heterosexuals took 
the form of voyeuristic inter¬ 
est, expressed by straight 
men in bi women, but a re¬ 
gard of bi men as “fags” and a 
sense of being threatened by 
them; and some discomfort 
felt by straight women but a 
generally greater degree of 
acceptance by them. 

The flexibility and free¬ 
dom of being bi, according to 
the interviewees, is countered 
by a number of social prob¬ 
lems, for instance the stigma 
of sexual promiscuity. How¬ 
ever, many of the individuals 
spoken with commented on 
an overall sense of integra¬ 
tion and wholeness about 
their sexual being, due to 
functioning, in varying de¬ 
grees, as both a hetero- and 
homosexual. Weinberg, et. al. 
also point out that there is no 
solid evidence to support the 
myth that bisexuals are more 
promiscuous than straights or 
gays. 

In their discussion of sexu¬ 
ality, the authors strongly em- 
phase the importance of “con¬ 
sidering large scale socio-his- 
torical events in any theory of 
sexual preference,” and thus 
in addressing the impact of 
AIDS on the sexual land¬ 
scape, address the scapegoat¬ 
ing of the bisexual — particu¬ 


larly the bisexual male — as 
the transfer agent of AIDS 
from the gay to the “general 
population.” The 1988 follow¬ 
up survey reflected a tremen¬ 
dous shift in sexual attitudes 
and activity because of AIDS, 
and a movement on the part 
of both male and female bi¬ 
sexuals away from male part¬ 
ners. Monogamous relation¬ 
ships — partly a factor of ag¬ 
ing, desire for marriage and 
family — were more common, 
but the fear of AIDS influ¬ 
enced a decrease of bisexual 
activity and transformed bi¬ 
sexual ideology itself. Adjust¬ 
ments were made in bisexual 
identities which had, for 
many, rested in part on hav¬ 
ing “open” relationships. 


Greater fluidity 

By 1988, the meaning of 
“sex” had been deconstruct¬ 
ed, and was linked with 
death. Fear, grief and the 
personal impact of AIDS had 
diminished the previously ex¬ 
pressed joy of sex and bisex¬ 
uality. But AIDS did, in part, 
improve relations between 
some segments of the gay and 
bi communities, as there was 
a solidarity in a common 
threat (particularly between 
men). An increase in commit¬ 


ment, whether to a gay or 
straight relationship, was re¬ 
ported, as well as greater par¬ 
ticipation in activities, such as 
fantasy, S/M, latex, porn, and 
solo sex. The authors also 
consider the unique position 
of the transsexual bisexual, 
and their particular 
connections of gender identity 
and sexual orientation. 

There is no dominant bi¬ 
sexual profile, rather a “fluid¬ 
ity of sexual preference.” 
The authors observe that 
many bisexuals journey to bi¬ 
sexuality while many homo¬ 
sexuals journey through it. 
For some of us, however, 
nothing is fixed, everything is 
mutable, every membrane per¬ 
meable, our sexual identities 
are fluid. 

Dual Attraction is thor¬ 
ough, thoughtful, and provoca¬ 
tive, and gives some validation 
to those of us who lie some¬ 
where between zero and six 
on Kinsey’s scale. Today I’m a 
2.5. Tomorrow? ▼
